The Problems of 


Pheasant Rearing 


F antiquity and clerical association can justify an 

industry, the science of artificial pheasant rearing 

may certainly claim to be considered for that reason— 

apart from the more obvious benefits (to the shooter 
or gourmet) which result from the production of pheasants 
in large numbers. Even in the days of the Romans, 
pheasants were reared by artificial means, and the advice 
was given to feed them for the first fortnight of their lives 
on boiled barley meal sprinkled with wine! The ancient 
clergy of France made the most of their trade of pheasant 
rearing in the endeavour ‘to monopolise the choicest 
dainties of game.’”’ Certainly the clergy did their best 
to encourage such a monopoly, for we may read the sermon 
of a celebrated preacher (about the year 1216) in which 
pheasants are represented as addressing themselves to 
the clergy “ intreating to be eaten by them, and them only, 
that incorporated with their glorious Bodies, they might 
be raised to Heaven ; and not go with the impious Devourers 
to the Infernal Regions ” ! 

The pheasant has always been much esteemed as 
food, both for its taste and wholesomeness ; and some of 
the methods of capture, in early times, are revealed by 
Robert Herrick: “To take the precious pheasant, made 
thy lime-twigs, snares and pitfalls.” 
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But to return to the more practical side of the question 
(though even here the enthusiast may discern a romantic 
element), the description of a modern rearing field may be 
of interest to those many thousands who, in the shooting 
season, “‘ see from the brake the whirring pheasant spring, 
to mount triumphant on exultant wing,” and the still larger 
number of those who rejoice to meet this bird in its final 
stage : roast, broiled, or otherwise ! ‘To many people, who 
are not deeply interested, an egg is merely a conglomeration 
of yolk and white contained in a brittle shell. But when 
we visit the shed where the pheasant eggs are stored after 
they have been collected from the pens (where caught-up 
pheasants are enclosed) or bought from game farms, until 
they are put under the broody fowls for incubation, we 
realise the fact that the keeper has more appreciation of 
the marvellous provisions and methods of Nature which 
an egg demonstrates. 

If we review the present state of knowledge of pheasant 
rearing, we find that “luck on the rearing field’ is the 
predominent factor. This element of luck is so unpre- 
dictable that we put down a hundred eggs for every fifty 
birds we eventually hope to put over the guns. In any 
other activiiy this item of 50 per cent. wastage would attract 
critical enquiry. It seems to suggest something basically 
wrong, and it is the spirit of our age to seek for remedies 
and improvements. The dictum of the late Dan Leno 
that ‘‘ eggs is eggs” crystallises popular knowledge. ‘The 
variability of the breakfast egg is notorious, and it was, 
perhaps, obvious that the experiments which were conducted 
three years ago in the matter of pheasant rearing could 
not be entirely definite in their results because of the number 
of practical factors which made accurate comparison so 
difficult. There are, to begin with, so mzny different 
systems in vogue. On one estate birds are caught up and 
penned and home-produced eggs are used. On another 
wild eggs are collected and set under hens. On others 
neignbours exchange eggs, though by far the greater majority 
of owners now get eggs from game farms either as their 
sole source of supply or to supplement the yield of the 
home-penned birds. In any case we cannot always give 
or ascertain the exact figures for two irritating but very 
human reasons. First, the keeper is not a mathematician 
and there may be errors in some of the return forms. 
Secondly, chicks on the rearing field are not easy to count. 
and do not necessarily keep in their proper broods. Here 
and there we find a hen which is, perhaps, more comfort- 
able, warmer or more maternally gifted, and which obtains 
a greater measure of thankless appreciation from those 
mercurial atoms, the pheasant chicks. Stragglers attach 
themselves to her coop and numerical experiments are 
defeated. The element of error is too heavy for detailed 
figures to bear anything but an approximate interpretation. 

Nevertheless, it is quite clear that if we take a broad 
view, the margin between eggs laid down and eggs hatched 
is not universally satisfactory. ‘The question is, can we 
reduce the percentage of casualties? If we can, we are 
benefiting the estate owner and game farmer and the 
keeper and the guns. In our shooting columns this week 
we deal with some of the practical problems involved in 
the rearing of pheasants. Here there is a great deal of 
opportunity for experiment and thought. When we 
reflect that the proper feeding of human babies is still an 
endless subject of discussion in medical and maternal 
circles, it is fairly safe to conclude that we know a great 
deal less about the baby pheasant. ‘The misfortunes which 
threaten them need a great deal of ingenuity to avoid, 
and there is always a possibility of disease attacking the 
birds. Here, then, is an opportunity not only for the 
exercise of care and foresight on the part of individual 
owners, but for careful experiment and methodical research.

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UST over half a century ago Queen Victoria wrote 
in her diary: ‘‘ Having heard from all sides the 
highest character of Lieut. Bigge, I have appointed 
him to succeed Charlie Phipps.”’ ‘The appointment 

thus concisely recorded was that of Groom-in- Waiting to 
the Royal Household, the first office which Lord Stam- 
fordham held during his fifty years of devoted service 
to the Royal Family. ‘ Lieutenant Bigge ’’ was brought 
to the notice of the Queen through his intimate friendship 
with the Prince Imperial, with whom he was present 
at the action of Kambula, where the young prince lost 
his life. On his return to England, he was invited 
by the Queen to Balmoral to tell her all he knew of the 
tragic story, and in this way began a friendship with the 
Sovereign which has continued for three generations. 
The office of Private Secretary to the King is one which 
obviously calls for very exceptional qualifications. ‘Tact, 
modesty and self-confidence must all go hand in hand 
if the King’s trusty adviser is to carry out smoothly and 
unerringly his delicate duties and responsibilities. Lord 
Stamfordham combined all these qualities to an unusual 
degree, and will thus take his place beside the distin- 
guished men who have been his predecessors in the 
office—General Grey, Sir Henry Ponsonby, Viscount 
Knollys. By his death the King has lost one of his 
oldest and closest friends and the nation mourns a great 
public servant. 


WITH the arrival of April and the appearance of the 

first spring flowers in the woods and hedgerows 
a timely reminder, which is at the same time a warning, 
has been issued to those who go out in search of primroses, 
wild daffodils, cowslips and bluebells. During the past 
few years untold damage has been done in the wanton 
uprooting of plants by those whose one thought it is to fill 
their baskets with as much speed and as little trouble as 
possible. Under a by-law, which has now been adopted 
by nearly all the English counties, the offence is punishable 
by a fine of £2 on the first conviction and of £5 for every 
subsequent conviction. Mr. Abbot-Anderson, the Presi- 
dent of Flora’s League, which has come into existence 
for the protection of wild flowers, ferns and trees, has 
suggested that landowners would do well to exhibit notices 
of the by-law in places which are habitually visited by 
large numbers of the general public. Famous beauty spots, 
like Leith Hill and Newlands Corner, have suffered terribly 
in the past, but this simple precaution would do much to 
prevent a repetition of the ravages which they undergo 
annually. Besides acting as a deterrent to those who are 
insensible to all appeals, the warnings will serve to make 
known the existence of a by-law of which many offenders 
often plead ignorance. 


“ [F I had Christian’s nerve, I would give everything 
I have in the world,’’ exclaimed Captain Becher 
of one of the most dashing horsemen of his day. What 
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he said is what we all feel in our hearts: there is nothing 
that we envy and admire so much as fearlessness. No 
man of his generation has possessed that great quality 
more abundantly than Lieutenant-Commander Glen 
Kidston. He has had innumerable escapes. As a 
midshipman he was torpedoed in the War ; he has braved 
successfully all the dangers of a racing motorist ; he 
was one of the only two survivors of a famous air crash. 
His whole life has been a contest of risks, and still his 
nerve and resolution remain unshaken, and he has just 
carried through successfully another fine and perilous 
adventure. He set out to fly to the Cape in six days, 
and in that object, owing to a piece of bad luck at the 
end, he just failed ; but he did get there in six days and 
a half, and so broke the record by a margin of three whole 
days. Commander Kidston undertook the journey in 
order to prove that our air mails travel too slowly. 
Whether he is right in his contention is a_ technical 
question, but supposing for a moment that he is 
wrong, he has done good by giving one more example 
of spirit and endurance by which the world will be the 
richer.

‘T HOSE who once worshipped at her shrine have tried 
for years to drive away the thought that Miss Mary 
Moore was growing an old lady. Now it is brought sadly 
home to them by the news of her death at the age of seventy. 
To the modern playgoer she was only a name. ‘The loss 
is theirs who never saw her, helpless, provoking and 
adorable, who cannot remember the tone of ker voice 
as she began to cry in The Tyranny of Tears, or pro- 
tested in The Liars “The signpost is most deceptive.”’ 
Like some other famous figures of her theatrical generation, 
she constantly played parts differing little from one another ; 
and used for all it was worth her own enchanting personality, 
but to say that is not to say that she was not en artist. 
In her own perhaps deliberately limited way she was a 
great artist. It is a testimony to her art that she played 
on the stage a series of women zs unlike as possible to 
the woman she was herself. ‘The stage Mary Moore 
threw herself helplessly upon her friends ; the real Mary 
Moore was an eminently competent woman of business 
who needed no help. The one quality that was common 
to the two was charm, and both had it in abundance. ‘To 
all who ever saw her she will remain one of the most 
fascinating memories of a time that is past. 


PROPOSALS have been made to the India Society that 

an exhibition of Indian art should be held at Burlington 
House on the same scale as the recent Persian Exhibi- 
tion. On general grounds it is highly desirable that every 
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opportunity should be given the nation to familiarise itself 
with the art of the most numerous and most ancient people 
in the British Commonwealth. The arts of India are as 
rich and complex as those of Persia, and probably as 
many precious works survive in the treasuries of rajahs 
and scattered throughout the world as in the case of 
Persian work. Indian art is largely derivative, but therein 
lies, perhaps, its absorbing interest. It has received, and 
preserved, influences of all the great cultures of Asia. 
The summer exhibition of the Burlington Fine Arts Club 
is to be devoted this year to Indian Art, and will provide 
a sample of what might be expected of an exhibition on a 
national scale. 


“T HERE are few sterner tests of temper than the telephone, 

and among its exasperations “‘ wrong number ”’ holds 
a high place. It has been suggested that the numbers 
five and nine should be wholly exorcised, but, apart from 
practical difficulties, it may be doubted whether this would 
do much good. As Sir William Pope has pointed out, 
mistakes generally arise from the human error which 
nothing will wholly eliminate; either the subscriber 
gives the wrong number or the operator, is for the moment, 
inattentive. We may say “ fife ”’ with the nicest articulation, 
but that will not help if either we ought to have said “ six ” 
or the hard-driven young lady at the other end is momen- 
tarily thinking about something else. A great many people 
do not, in fact, speak clearly on the telephone ; either 
they are naturally slip-shod in their way of talking or they 
are frightened of the instrument, and so do not do them- 
selves justice. Those who keep their heads and speak 
plainly very seldom get wrong numbers, while to those 
who do not no number can possibly be fool-proof. Some 
day, perhaps, lessons in telephoning will form a regular 
part of the curriculum in utilitarian schools. 


‘T HOSE who are afraid of the lighter and larger golf 

ball being adopted in this country—probably a ground- 
less fear—must have rejoiced in the weather at St. Anne’s 
for the third Ryder Cup trial match. The wind blew 
fiercely across that already sufficiently hard course, with 
the result that some eminent professionals found themselves 
in more bunkers in a round than would usually catch them 
in a week. No doubt the game was very difficult, but 
no doubt also some of the players could master it, and it 
is a little unfair on those who could to suggest that the 
match was a farce and a lottery. McCulloch, for instance, 
who beat Charles Whitcombe by a pocketful of holes, 
kept the ball down and reaped his reward. Padgham, 
the young man from Ashdown Forest, had a round of 76, 
and it is absurd to say that the game is a lottery when 
such a round as that can be played on such a course as 
St. Anne’s. When J. H. Taylor and Mr. John Ball hit 
the old gutty ball straight as an arrow through a gale, 
nobody suggested that this was not the result of superior 
skill. ‘This American ball very likely demands more skill 
than most people possess, and may therefore not be desir- 
able, but that does not make golf with it a game of chance. 


NE cannot help feeling regrets when a collection like 

the Pepys relics, which were sold by Messrs. Sotheby’s 
on April 1st, comes to be broken up. Half the interest 
of the relics lay in their association with Pepys himself, 
and now that they have been dispersed among various 
owners their unique individuality is gone for good. It 
was expecting too much, especially in hard times like 
these, to hope that one or more generous donors would 
come forward to save the collection entire for the Pepys 
library at Magdalene. That, however, would have been 
the ideal setting for it. As the reserve price was not 
reached when the collection was offered as a single lot, 
the items were sold separately, realising the total sum of 
£9,250 10s. Among the most important pieces were the 
Charles II silver-gilt porringer and tazza, which fetched, 
respectively, £1,500 and {g00. Of the pictures, Kneller’s 
portrait of the diarist fell at £1,750, while the portrait of 
James II, the last for which he sat before his flight, failed 
to 1each half that figure. There is some consolation in 
the fact that the Paston Letters, which were offered on 
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the same day, have not ciossed the Atlantic. There is 
still time for the Friends of the National Libraries—the 
society which is in process of formation—to take advantage 
of the reprieve by making this their inaugural gift. 


UTHORS of biographies generally have to manage 

their study of the “‘ Life and Times ” of their subject 
after his decease, and, indeed, turn this disadvantage to 
considerable profit, at any rate to themselves. But the 
efforts being made to produce a life study of the notorious 
Xestobium Rufovillosum, commonly known as the death- 
watch beetle, are seriously handicapped by the difficulty 
of catching him alive and getting any information from 
the beetle’s mouth. He is a mysterious fellow. Nobody 
knows, for example, why, as often happens, he knocks 
off work on a timber roof before all the available material 
has been attacked. A leaflet issued by the Forest Products 
Research Laboratory of the Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research appeals for thousands of adult 
specimens to be caught and sent for observation. The 
leaflet also gives some valuable advice. When signs of 
damage are noticed it does not follow that the beetle is 
still active, or that extensive repairs should at once be 
carried out. When practicable, a sample of the infected 
woodwork should be sent to the laboratory at Princes 
Risborough for examination, when a report will be made 
on the best course to pursue. ‘Treatment by insecticide, 
though a slow process, may save structural alteration if 
applied in time. Among roofs that have recently had to 
be entirely reconstructed are those of Westminster Hall, 
the Great Hall of Hampton Court and that of St. Alban’s 
Abbey, illustrated in Country Lire the other day.

HE English countryside owes not a little of its charm 

to the noble avenues which lend grace and majesty 

to our parks and country lanes. The word “ lend ” may 
be used advisedly, for it is largely due to the foresight and 
imagination shown by our ancestors in tree planting that 
our landscape has acquired its unique character of ordered 
beauty. The first half of the eighteenth century was the 
great era of avenue planting, when Le Notre and _ his 
followers were busy in their task of subjecting nature to a 
discipline of strict geometry. ‘To that period belong many 
of the famous avenues which have now reached their prime, 
those of Boughton, Wimpole and Stowe and that at Kilworth, 
planted in the year of Blenheim, whose fate was so forcibly 
illustrated a few weeks ago in these pages. At a time when 
similar threats of destruction are not infrequent, the Roads 
Beautifying Association is undertaking a valuable task in 
compiling a record of all the famous or historic avenues 
in the country. In this work co-operation will be extremely 
welcome, and those of our readers who either own or know 
of famous avenues which deserve to be included are asked 
to communicate with Mr. Wilfrid Fox, the hon. secretary, 
34, Chandos House, Palmer Street, W.1. Information 
is particularly wanted of avenues of rarer trees, such as 
oak, ilex, holly, walnut, yew.

The body of the king 
may have been the body 
of the god Osiris, but 
there is an amazing 
realism in the magnifi- 
cent gold mask which 
covered his head. This, 
conventional as it may 
be in treatment, is un- 
doubtedly a true likeness 
of ‘Tutankhamen at the 
age of his death. “* ‘Those 
who were privileged,” 
said Dr. Derry, “ to see 
the actual face when 
finally exposed, can bear 
testimony to the ability 
and accuracy of the 
eighteenth dynasty 
artist who had left them 
for all time, in imperish- 
able metal, a beautiful 
portrait of the young 
king.” ‘The picture on 
the back of ‘Tutankh- 
amen’s throne, which 
appears as our second 
illustration, is charm- 
ingly intimate—a simple, 
homely composition in 
total contrast to the 
stereotyped ceremonial 
scenes of earlier periods.

to his toilet. Wonderful, 
too, in its simple realism 
is the Shawabti figure 
of the King carved in 
some coniferous wood 
with its headdress of 
ebony. As for “ The 
King upon a Leopard,” 
though the treatment of 
the King’s face and 
figure may be more con- 
ventional, the modelling 
and line of the black- 
resined leopard are 
almost beyond praise. 
It is worth remarking 
too, the curious note 
of realism, so alien from 
the usual Egyptian law 
of frontal presentment, 
which is to be found in 
the little figures of 
tutelary goddesses which 
guarded the  canopic 
chest in ‘Tutankhamen’s 
tomb. One guarded the 
chest on each side, but 
whereas the figures at 
the front and back kept 
their gaze firmly fixed 
upon their charge, the 
other two were turned 
sideways, looking ovet 
their shoulders as though 
to guard against surprise. 

It is unfortunate 
indeed that this EI- 
Amarna - ‘Tutankhamen 
period should have been 
of such brief duration 
But the freer movement, 
the intimate and_ the 
exotic elements of their 
art were destined soon 
to disappear. They 
faded away. ‘The god 
Amen, as Dr. Carter 
says, seems to have 
diffused austerity as a 
hayfield diffuses scent. 
























































































































EW other plant families 
have become so depen- 
dent on the insect world 
for their reproduction 
as the orchids, and none 

has gone to greater lengths 
and has so altered its flowers to 
attract particular insects to par- 
ticular species. The family 
exhibits many modifications 
both in floral and vegetative 
structure to attain this end. 
Colour, scent and size are 
present in many to attract. 
Carefully designed contrivances 
and almost grotesque floral 
shapes, involving the movement 
of certain organs to guide the 
insect, have all been evolved 
with this one object in view, 
to achieve complete pollination 
by insects. 

The methods adopted, 
though simple, are always prac- 
tical. In most cases the lip, 
which is a modified petal, is 
so placed and so constructed 
that the particular insect it is 
designed to attract can only 
enter or leave by some direct 
passage, so that it comes in 
contact with the pollen masses 
at the apex of the column. 
Certain terrestrial orchids have 
labellums resembling the bodies 
of female insects, and so mislead 
the males—a deception most 
common in some Australian 
species. 

In the cypripedia—a large 
section differing from the major- 
ity of orchids in several points, 
four families have adopted the 
same method. In each case the labellum has assumed a globular 
form, with an opening so constructed as to give easy access to an 
insect, but to render egress difficult. 'To escape, the insect must 
force its way through one of two passages, on either side of the 
stigma, at the same time coming in contact with the projecting 
pollen masses. 

A contrivance differing from other orchids is also present, 
as the stigma is hard and glossy and the pollen adhesive. The 
whole method is very simple, very efficient and highly specialised, 
ensuring that only one type of insect can effect pollination. 

In bulbophyllums the method is quite different. The 
labellum in this genus is more or less tonguc-shaped, but delicately 
hinged on a pedestal, produced from the base of the column. 
Alighting on the lip, the insect crawls into the flower, and in 
doing so upsets the balance and is thrown head downwards 
with its back to the column, and in struggling to regain an upright 
position it emerges coated with the pollen. Nothing could be 
more ingenious to secure pollination. So 
delicate is the balance that a light touch 
is sufficient to set up movement. ‘Two 
other families, megaclinium and_ cirrho- 
petalum, have also utilised this type of lip. 

In cirrhopetalum the flowers usually 
radiate from a common centre and, to 
attract and assist an insect to alight, the 
two lower sepals are much enlarged, and,

in many, twisted completely 
over, bringing their outer edges 
to the centre, but leaving, owing 
to the twist, an opening at their 
base, so giving the lip free 
movement. ‘To compensate for 
the increased size of the lateral 
sepals, the two petals and upper 
sepal are much reduced, but 
often ornamented with tassels 
of hair. 

Megaclinium—a genus con- 
fined to Africa—includes some 
remarkable species. In pur- 
pureo-rachis the spiral inflor- 
escence is nearly 2ft. high. 
The small flowers are placed in 
two central rows, one on each 
side. Bold and distinctive, the 
flower spike is a remarkable 
example of natural economy. 
A second section of the same 
genus has the _ inflorescence 
carried at right angles to a 
stiff but slender stem, so ob- 
truding itself into the vision of 
an insect. 

The cradle orchids— 
“* Anguloa ’’—also have movable 
lips, but in this genus the large 
goblet-shaped corolla hides the 
movement ; the rocking motion 
is easily seen if the flower is 
handled. 

Catasetum, a genus found 
chiefly in the American tropics, 
develops male and _ female 
flowers on separate spikes. In 
the male spike the flowers may 
be open or globular, but in 
quite a large section are fur- 
nished with two “ horns,” so 
placed as to interfere with the 
easy entrance of an insect. Attracted by the sweet nature of 
the labellum surface, the insect presses in, touches one horn and, 
this acting much as a trigger or spring, ejects the pollen with 
considerable force and in such a way that the disc adheres to the 
insect and sets hard. The pollen masses incline forward and so 
meet the stigma of the female flower which the possibly alarmed 
insect may visit. 

In dendrobium, a large Eastern genus, movement is absent, 
but at least two species have flowers poorly imitative of the 
cypripedium slipper, and others have their lips arranged with 
hairs ; but in all the representatives of this genus colour or scent 
are the factors miost developed to attract visiting insects. 

Angrecums are all characterised by a “‘ spur” to their 
flowers. This, in one species, attains a length of some eleven 
inches. The flowers are usually pure white, so that night-flying 
moths are probably the principal visitors. 

Masdevallias have the three outer segments, attractive in 
colour and protective in size, the three inner 
segments being much reduced and nearly 
hidden. M. muscosa is the exception, as 
the lip equals the outer segments in size and 
is so placed as to form a platform for any 
small flying insect to settle on. Modest in 
colour and innocent in appearance, few 
flowers are more deceptive, as, on an insect 
proceeding beyond the blade of the lip, that

organ closes so quickly as almost 
to deceive the eye, imprisons 
the insect for some time, and 
then gradually opens, allowing 
it to escape. 

The Philippine moth or- 
chids — phalenopsis — usually 
have large attractive sepals and 
petals, but a rather narrow lip, 
ornamented by two tendril-like 
extensions, which serve to guide 
the visiting insect. 

Stanhopeas adopt the same 
idea with some modifications. 
On the whole, the genus has 
large, showy, highly scented 
flowers, and from the central 
portion of the lip rise two 
polished wax-like horns, of 
slightly different form in 
individual species. Stanhopea 
flowers are rather ephemeral, 
but as the lip has to bear the 
impact and weight of a rather 
large insect, it is thick and 
wax-like, while the sepals and 
petals are quite flimsy in com- 
patison. 

In coryanthes, the so-called 
“bucket ”’ orchids, allied to 
Stanhopeas and, like them, 
with short-lived flowers, the 
lip is developed into a recep- 
tacle of considerable size. From 
two points above it liquid is 
secreted, partially filling the 
“bucket.”” Insects, usually a 
species of bee, in struggling 
to gnaw a sweetened part of 
the flower, fall or are pushed 
into the liquid. With clogged 
wings, they cannot escape by 
the large opening, but, as in 
cypripediums, must force their 
way through a narrow passage, 
removing the pollen and leaving 
it on the stigma of a second 
flower entered.

In spite of the varied 
methods, in nature the right 
insect appears never to be 
injured or deterred from enter- 
ing asecond flower, but, judging 
from instances seen in cultivated 
plants, meddlers are generally 
punished for their interference. 
Flies have been seen “ stuck ” 
in cypripedium passages, and 
the common white butterfly has 
been known to visit odonto- 
glossum flowers, with the result 
that it has retired most un- 
comfortable with the pollen 
masses adhering to its 
proboscis. 

The latter half of the 
nineteenth century saw a great 
impetus given to orchid culti- 
vation through numerous in- 
troductions from _ collecting 
expeditions, and, with the in- 
creasing number of — species 
came more information as to 
their cultural requirements. It 
was recognised that intense heat 
and a steamy atmosphere were 
entirely unnecessary for success, 
and this fact, along with a more 
intelligent study of the require- 
ments of the different species 
and varieties, has led to their 
inclusion in every represent- 
ative present day collection of 
greenhouse plants. 

By careful parental selection 
and crossing, a wealth of 
hybrids have been raised in 
recent years, and which now 
probably outnumber the species. 
Both in colour and size, they 
are far ahead of the species 
from which they have been 
evolved. 

In the cattleya tribe, prac- 
tically a new race has been 
obtained by crossing Brassavola

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Digbyana from Honduras—a large creamy white flowered species, 
allied to cattleya, but distinguished by a heavy fringe to the 
lip—with various cattleyas to produce hybrids with flowers 
larger than the cattleyas, resembling them in shape and colour, 
but with the lip lightly fringed. 

Sophronitis grandiflora is another well known cool-house 
orchid with scarlet flowers, that has been crossed with cattleyas, 
introducing an intense colouring into the progeny. 

Hybrids are as amenable to culture as the species, even 
more so, as the extremes to which the parents had for ages 
adapted themselves are possibly brought within less extended 
limits. 

For the amateur, probably the most suitable genera to grow 
are cypripedium and cymbidium, which now includes a vast 
number of varieties with graceful arching spikes of flowers in 
every conceivable shade between pure white and rose, and which 
last in beavty for some six or eight weeks in late winter. Vigor- 
ous in constitution and able to withstand a comparatively low 
temperature, they grow and flower well in moderate warmth, 
and require no special treatment. 

With the introduction of a new species early this century 
from Annam a revolution took place in the development of 
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the cymbidium. Crossed with many of the original large-flowered 
species already in cultivation, of which such as Hookerianum, 
Tracyanum and Lowianium were the most notable, the family 
was enriched by a large number of easily grown and highly 
decorative plants. 

Useful as cypripediums and cymbidiums are, however, a 
small house need not be confined to them alone, and from such 
kinds as odontoglossum, dendrobium, oncidium, vanda and 
coelogyne a selection of varieties can be added which will succeed 
under cool-house treatment. Success is impossible with warm, 
intermediate and cool house orchids mixed together. 

For an intermediate house ample choice can be had from 
cattleya, cypripedium, lezlia, dendrobium, oncidium, stanhopea 
and coelogyne, while many varieties of vanda, dendrobium, 
phalznopsis, oncidium, angrecum, cypripedium and saccolabium 
are suitable for the warm house. 

With the exception of temperature, the general treatment 
in each house is very similar, and the grower should aim to provide 
a moist atmosphere, giving the requisite shading and avoiding all 
draughts. With attention to these points, there is no reason why 
the beginner should not succeed at the first attempt in orchid 
growing.

THE BOBBY-GRAPH

CALIFORNIAN magazine called the Country Club 

kindly sends itself to me every month, and I read it 

with interest and gratitude. I have just been reading 

in the last number an article by Mr. Marshall, of Warner 

Brothers, who is directing the famous film that Bobby 
Jones is, I believe, actually in process of making. We have 
heard much about this film in general, but very little in particular, 
and as this article deals with it in some detail, I think people 
may be interested if I steal something from it. 

Bobby was, it appears, to start about the first of March : 
so he must have got his film second wind by now ; but he has 
not nearly finished, since the picture will take ‘‘ two or three ” 
months to complete. It will be made in the open air on the 
course of the Lakeside Club at Hollywood, and the members 
of the club will be able to watch what is going on, “ subject 
to certain restrictions ”—a rather mysterious expression, since, 
after all, it is their own course. ‘There are to be twelve reels, 
each of which will take about ten minutes to run off; so 
the whole series will last over two hours. ‘This will be 
rather a severe dose for some of the people who watch it, 
and so there will be a little relaxation. ‘ Instruction,’ says 
Mr. Marshall, “ will be clothed as entertainment. . . . 
Even comedy will be employed without sacrificing the main 
purpose of the film.” Mr. Marshall, of course, does not tell 
us what his jokes are going to be, and we must pray, in trembling 
hope, that they will be good ones. 

Now for the strokes themselves, which will be photo- 
graphed from all sorts of angles, both in slow and fast motion, 
as also will be the separate actions of wrists and hips and 
shoulders and feet, and goodness knows what else. ‘The general 
plan is one that has often been suggested for golf teaching, but, 
so far as I know, never carried out, namely, to begin with the 
putt and work backwards to the full drive Putting, then, is 
to be No. 1, and No. 2 will be the chip shot, played not merely 
with a mashie-niblick, but with various more straight-faced 
clubs according to the lie of the ground. Ne. 3 will be niblick 
play in bunkers, and the mashie-niblick will have No. 4 all to 
itself. Next come “the medium irons—spade mashie and 
No. 4” and then irons Nos. 2 and 3. No. 2 iron comes also 
into the seventh reel, together with its elder brother, No. 1, 
and the spoon, so that we may see, presumably, when the great 
man prefers a spoon, although he could get the distance with 
aniron. ‘The eighth reel will be the brasscy, and then, with the 
ninth, at long last we come to the driver ; and I cannot help 
adding in impudent parenthesis that if Mr. Marshall can make 
these two look very different from one another, he will be un- 
commonly clever. ‘The remaining three are devoted to shots 
out of trouble with various clubs (here there seems an oppor- 
tunity for comedy), the right way to practise (with scope, surely, 
for a humorous caddie) and, finally, a resumé of the whole series. 
It is a formidable programme, and Bobby has apparently handed 
himself over to a trainer at ten o’clock every morning to get 
himself fit for it. 

It will all be very interesting, and Mr. Marshall says that 
“ jiterally thousands of golfers, possibly millions of them, are 
going to genuinely benefit by the instruction he will give.” 
I hope they are, and having before seen quite a modest film of 


Bobby, I am prepared to make one prophecy. After a few days 
a strange phenomenon will be observable everywhere. Gentle- 
men otherwise sane will be seen—at their offices, on railway 
platforms and so on—to poise themselves as if at the top of the 
swing and then very slowly and deliberately thrust forward 
their left hips and stop to look anxiously at themselves. This 
is the outstanding thing to be noticed in any film of Bobby, 
how, long before the club has begun to come down, he has 
made a partial turn towards the hole and thrown that hip 
forward. I once stayed in a house where there was a Bobby 
film, and everybody walked about attitudinising with his left 
hip. I don’t think we played any the better, but it was great 
fun. 

When I read the account of this tremendous “ super-film ” 
of golf, if that be the right term, my mind flew back to the first 
time I ever saw golf thus portrayed. It is a long time ago now, 
so long that I do not think we talked about the cinema: we 
called the machine the biograph. I had just earned an exiguous 
guinea or so by almost the first golfing article I had ever written, 
and seeing that golf was to be shown on the biograph at a music- 
hall, I thought this was an appropriate way to spend the guinea. 
I cannot believe that anybody learnt much from it, but it seemed 
then rather exciting. ‘The pictures had been made at a pro- 
fessional tournament near London, and the long shots were a 
disappointment. In those days, I know not why, things hap- 
pened on the film at a most preposterous speed, so that, for 
instance, the men in an eight always rowed at the rate of at least 
a hundred strokes a minute. Consequently, some eminent 
player rushed on to the tee, flashed his club like greased lightning 
and ran away, followed by the spectators, who might all have 
been Olympic sprinters. Only the putting pictures were worth 
looking at, and they were rather humorous. I still remember 
one which was announced as “ A firm putt by J. Milne.” First 
of all there was an empty green with a hole in the middle, and 
then J. Milne appeared—not all at once, but bit by bit, just as 
the Cheshire Cat used to disappear in Alice in Wonderland. 
He began with his boots, which seemed quite colossal, and then 
came his legs and his club, and finally he was complete. There 
was another one of Sandy Herd holing a long putt, and the 
ball obviously would not have gone in unless he had brandished 
his club at it so ferociously ; and there was one gentleman who 
missed a putt so short that the management had, out of charity, 
suppressed his name. 

It must, by the way, be extremely agitating for the director 
who has to film an eminent person putting. Even the most 
eminent can miss short putts, and for purposes of instruction 
putts must be holed. How infuriating it would be if all the 
machinery of Hollywood were clicking and whirring at some 
vast number of dollars a second and Bobby could not get the 
ball into the hole. 1 suppose the only thing to do would be to 
pretend he was doing it on purpose and use that bit of the 
picture as a humorous interlude. Strange things do happen 
on the green. An acquaintance told me that he once wanted 
to photograph a great golfer holing a short putt and, being an 
economical soul, he made a nice little groove in the grass between 
ball and hole, to ensure that there should be no missing. And 
then the great golfer missed the putt three times running. 
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AT THE THEATRE 


ARNOLD BENNETT 


ANY men have desired that after their deaths their 

friends should make merry. Sums of money have 

been left for this purpose with specifications as to 

what should be eaten and drunk, and almost as to 

what should be thought and said. I feel that the 
elegiac, the lugubrious-sentimental, is the last strain in which 
Arnold Bennett would have desired that one should write of 
him. Inthe minds of those to whom Bennett gave so generously 
and ungrudgingly of his own mind that bold, questing spirit 
still lives. Arnold Bennett dearly loved an argument; he 
could give and take thrusts with equal good humour. I cannot 
feel that he would now welcome relegation, as something 
nevermore to be argued for, or against, or about. I feel that 
he would like exactly those things to be said after his death 
which one could have said during his life. The foregoing 
cannot be my excuse, for it is my reason, for avoiding the meurn- 
ful note in writing about the man whose loss is deplored not 
only by men of letters, but by people who have done no more 
than learn to read. ‘There was never anything mealy-mouthed 
about Arnold Bennett. He knew what he liked and what 
he disliked. It was obvious that in his capacity of literary 
cridc he enjoyed unmaking reputations almost as much as 
making them. There were three Arnold Bennetts. ‘There 
was the great novelist, by which I mean the novelist who was 
really great. If anybody were to ask me which novel has given 
me the finest pleasure during the last thirty years, I should 
say, first, one called A Deliverance, by Allan Monkhouse. 
This book is out of print, cannot be obtained, and I do not 
believe will ever again be obtainable. It is a flawless and im- 
peccable masterpiece, which is the reason why none of the 
gentlemen now engaged in literary criticism has ever heard 
of this book. I always feel pugnacious in early April, and I 
hereby challenge Mr. Desmond MacCarthy, Mr. J. C. Squire 
Mr. Gerald Gould and Miss Sackville-West to say that they 
have ever heard of it. If I am w-ong, my apologies will 
be fulsome. It was Bennett himself who declared that good 
books, like matter, are indestructible, that if one copy and one 
copy only of a masterpiece were printed and dropped in the 
middle of the Sahara somebody would find it. I deny that 
statement. Something like a thousand copies of Allan Monk- 
house’s A Deliverance were dropped on that Sahara which is 
English literary taste, and nobody has found one of them. 
Numbers two, three and four in my list of the novels which 
have delighted me most are Kipps, by Mr. Wells ; The History 
of Mr. Polly, by Mr. Wells ; and Tono-Bungay, by Mr. Wells. 
But the tragedy of H. G. Wells is that, ins.ead of priding himself 
upon being a novelist in the Dickens class, he pieens himself 
upon being the dickens of a class philosopher. Numbers 
five and six in my list of good books must be Bennett’s The 
Old Wives’ Tale and Riceyman Steps. It occurs to me here 
that this list has crowded out The Forsyte Saga. ‘This is a 
pity, but anyhow it’s a change ; most people spend their lives 
trying to crowd in that long-winded masterpiece. Now I 
will stake my reputation that in one hundred years from now 
T?- Wd Wives’ Tale and Riceyman Steps will be all of Bennett 
that 1emains. ‘The second Bennett was the writer cf all those 
works which, under the heading of ‘‘ By the Same Author,” 
cover about two fly-leaves and a half. It would be unkind 
and it is now unnecessary to dwell at length upon Bennett 
Number Two. 

The third Bennett was Bennett the playwright, the author 
of some fifteen plays. He may have written more, of course, 
but I know of fifteen which have been produced. Of these, 
three were moderate successes—‘‘ ‘The Honeymoon ” (126 per- 
formances), “The Title” (285 performances), and ‘ Sacred 
and Profane Love” (107 performances). ‘Two of his plays 
were enormous successes. ‘‘'The Great Adventure” ran for 
673 nights; and “ Milestones,”’ written in collaboration with 
Mr. Knoblock, ran 607 nights. One may be permitted to 
think that the success of ‘‘ The Great Adventure ”’ was made 
by its magnificent first act, after which the play went to pieces, 
and the first-class acting throughout of Mr. Ainley. Without 
Mr. Ainley I shall never be persuaded that the piece would 
have had any success, just as “‘ Mr. Prohack ” would, I suggest, 
have been a failure without the genius of Mr. Laughton. In 
both cases the actor made the play, though a modicum of credit 
must always be given for supplying the actor with his material. 
“* Milestones ” was a horse of another colour. This was a 
really fine play, a play of which even Sir Arthur Pinero would 
have been justified in being proud. There were excellent 
pieces of acting in it, of course, notably by Dennis Eadie and 


Miss Haidée Wright. But ‘‘ Milestones,” like any good Pinero 
play, would be worth seeing with any acting. I have derived 
pleasure from a performance of ‘‘ His House in Order ” acted 
in Buxton by a tenth-rate travelling company, than which one 
can imagine nothing worse, unless it be first-rate amateurs. 
Well, I have seen ‘‘ His House in Order ” acted by amateurs 
at Eastbourne, and though the sea was handy | did not throw 
myself in. ‘‘ Milestones ” is a play of this order. The retired 
colonel, the ladies from the big house, the doctor’s wife, the 
vicarage girls, the postmistress, the auctioneer, the schoolmaster, 
the young man who is engaged to the local veterinary-surgeon’s 
second daughter, and the daughter herself—the entire personnel 
of the Melton Mowbray-cum-Saffron Walden Thespians can 
work their direst upon such a play as ‘ Milestones ”’ and do 
itno harm. Nobody taking up a new novel by Bennett could 
know beforehand which of the first two Bennetts was going to 
talk to him. Nobody going to see a new play by Bennett could 
ever have any notion whether he was going to encounter a 
masterpiece like ‘‘ Milestones ” or a mishap like “* The Bright 
Island.” ‘The trouble was that I really do not believe he knew 
himself. We have been told ad nauseam all about Sir James 
Barrie and his friend, Maconochie. Let me suggest that Bennett, 
too, had a familiar, a familiar who did harm to a very great 
man. 

It is curious and a little pathetic how success in the theatre, 
with the exception of the two plays I have mentioned, eluded 
Bennett. Mr. James Agate told me a story a day or two ago. 
It seems that Mr. Agate had written a little book about Rachel 
and sent Bennett a copy of it inscribed: ‘‘ Because we both 
love the theatre !”’ Bennett sent a letter in which he returned 
the warmest thanks for the gift but added with still greater 
warmth: “P.S. But you are wrong. I do not love the 
theatre !”’ Yet that there was some affection is proved by his 
regular attendance at first nights. And, after all, did he not 
make thirteen more attempts at success in the theatre, many 
of them after he must have known that he was not destined 
to further triumphs in that line? The truth was that he just 
could not keep away from the stage, and I think I trace regret 
in this sentence: “If you are to succeed in the theatre, the 
sine qua non is that you must be passionately interested in 
the theatre for itself, more interested in the theatre than in 
anything else whatever.” But Bennett was more greatly 
interested in two other things. ‘The first was the novel, and 
the second was life. And his interest in the second exceeded 
his interest in the first. Bennett, if he had chosen a minor pro- 
fession, would have made an admirable dramatic critic. Consider 
the following: ‘The truth about really popular playwrights 
is seldom told, and almost never about players—popular and 
unpopular. ‘The worst thing said of a piayer is that he was 
miscast. It is remarkable how the Press will apparently conspire 
to build up the reputation of a player who through some accident 
totally unconnected with talent has come to the front, or who 
has been forced to the front by the power of money. ‘There 
are players in the West End, mainly women, who never could 
act and never will act, who make a mess of every part they 
undertake, whom the entire theatrical and journalistic world 
knows to be perfect duds—and yet year after year critics will 
either laud their efforts to heaven or will keep a falsifying silence 
about them.” ‘The answer to that is the law of libel. But 
it is a pity Bennett never in this matter practised what he preached, 
for the law, which is an ass, would have found in him a foeman 
worthy of its bray.

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HERE is felt to be something “ daring ” about having 

a taste for the Regency period, something that makes 

friends murmur “ how exciting,” or raise their eyebrows 

slightly. It is not simply that the word has sinister 

associations with “ bucks ” and the wicked goings-on 
of the Regent’s cronies. For so long we were taught to regard 
all applied art later than the time of Robert Adam as “ heavy 
and tasteless,” that for anybody openly to confess a partiality 
for that tabooed period is, in itself, a little shocking to tender 
susceptibilities. Even now, after some fifteen years of its 
vogue, voices are heard stigmatising Regency design as “ ugly.” 
Ugliness, however, is only another name for strangeness ; 
and is, indeed, frequently the harbinger of beauty. Almost 
everything that we admire has, in its time, been denounced 
as ugly. Classic architecture was soulless to the Gothic 
revivalist, Gothic was barbarous to the humanist. Sublime 
and picturesque scenery, primitive painting, Byzantine and 
baroque art, the music of every great composer and, of course,

all modern art, have caused, in their time, the world to avert 
its eyes. 

The Empire style, of which Regency is an English offshoot, 
took much deeper root on the Continent and has exerted a 
profound influence on modern French furniture designers. 
The Regency designers were the modernists of a hundred and 
thirty years ago, and were actuated by the same impatience 
with triviality that has stimulated their modern successors, 
seeking the same remedies in solidity and simplicity to which 
Parisian ensembliers have had recourse. Each has gone for 
inspiration to the fundamental source of their period’s zsthetic, 
respectively to the actual furniture of the classic age, and to 
the actual forms of machinery, in the latter case with a strong 
Empire bias. It is this kinship between Regency and modern 
taste (the product of similar social conditions) that is the real 
cause of the imputation of audacity to modern “ Regency 
bucks.” In this article a frankly modern room (Fig. 11), 
which is at the same time a development from the Regency

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style, is illustrated as showing the essential similarity 
of the two techniques. 

The originator of the Regency style in this 
country was Henry Holland, the Prince Regent’s 
architect, designer of Carlton House and Southill, 
who employed Charles Tatham, circa 1795, to make 
detailed drawings of Roman fragments, which were 
applied to furniture making by the firm of Edward 
Marsh primus inter pares. So long as the style was 
in Holland’s hands it was given a grace to which 
none can take exception. Simultaneously, however, 
the Dutch refugee banker, Thomas Hope, who 
employed his considerable fortune in collecting 
ancient sculpture, set about designing furniture to 
match it for his houses in Duchess Street, Cavendish 
Square, and at Deepdene, near Dorking. In 1807 he 
published Household Furniture and Interior Decora- 
tion, illustrating the designs carried out at Deep- 
dene—a book that has become the bible and Roll of 
Battle Abbey in one to al] Regency bucks. <A piece

of furniture illustrated by Hope possesses a guarantee 
both of its uniqueness and of having been designed 
by the heriarch of the cult in England. The Deep- 
dene collection survived intact till 1917, when it 
was sold. Several of Hope’s most important pieces 
have found their way to Mr. Knoblock’s collection, 
and some to Lord Gerald Wellesley’s. 

Hope was, no doubt, guided to a great extent 
by his friend, the French architect Percier. But he 
was less of a creative artist and more of a pedant 
than the Frenchman, with the result that he gave a 
marked archzological twist to the Regency style. He 
also drew upon Denon’s great work on Egypt, pub- 
lished in 1804, at the time of Napoleon’s invasion. 
The armchair in Fig. 7 is a specimen of his experi- 
ment in applied Egyptology. In the preface to his 
book he set forth the reasons that had led him to 
original designing. Almost all furniture, he said, 
was—

ideas and trivial conceits borrowed from 
the worst models of the degraded French 
school of the middle of last century 

totally destitute of true elegance. 


He set himself to procure ‘“ breadth 
and repose of surface,” with “ dis- 
tinctness and contrast of outline ” and 
“ the opposition of plain and enriched 
parts.” 

The words might be those of an 
apologist for the modern movement. 
Equally the criticisms that his book 
excited might apply to any Salon des 
Arts Décoratifs : “too bulky, massive 
and ponderous to be commodious. 
‘ Mr. Hope is a great advo- 
cate of solidity, and has produced 
such an assemblage of squared timber 
and massive brass as would weigh 
down the floor of an ordinary London 
house.” 

The criticisms were, on the whole, 
sound. For persons without an ex- 
ceptionally cultivated sense of form 
the obvious excesses of the style out- 
weigh its virtues, which are mainly 
intellectual and very little sensuous. 
It is the exception for a piece of 
Regency furniture to have beauty of 
form. But its form is generally the 
product of a scholarly mind; if it is 
a pastiche, it is also full of allusions ; 
it eschews the obvious and facile ; 
and no other style is so witty. It is, 
perhaps, the wit implicit in Regency 
furniture—-in the less severe designs 
of the French and of George Smith 
more than in authentic Deepdene 
pieces—that above all else attracts a 
certain type of connoisseur to-day. 

Among those whose houses are 
now illustrated, Mr. Edward Knob- 
lock takes precedence, as having been

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addicted to the cult since long before the War. 
At Beach House, Worthing (Country LIFE, 
January 29th, 1921) he re-created, with the 
assistance of Mr. Maxwell Ayrton, a complete 
Regency country house, much of the contents 
of which are now in 11, Montagu Place. ‘The 
most characteristic room there is the double 
drawing-room (Figs. 4 to 8). It is a debatable 
question whether Regency furniture is best 
against a light or a dark background. Its 
architectural character is suited by a marbled 
setting. Here Mr. Knoblock has chosen a buff 
paper with gold rosettes, which gives a some- 
what drab cast to the room by daylight. ‘The 
furniture, however, immediately corrects this 
effect. The most important piece is the great 
mahogany bookcase from Deepdene (Fig. 8)— 
perhaps Hope’s most completely successful 
design. ‘The mahogany and gilt sofa and the 
Egyptian armchair in Fig. 7 are illustrated by 
him. The remarkable chair on the left is 
identical to one illustrated by George Smith in 
his Collection of Designs for Household Furni- 
ture (1808), the plate being dated 1804—the 
year of the publication of Denon’s Voyages in 
Egypt. ls ; 

George Smith enjoys something of the re- 
putation of Chippendale in the Regency period 
on the strength of the books of designs that he 
published in 1808 and 1826. Far less scholarly 
than Hope, he gave greate. licence to his imagi- 
nation and produced some of the most amusing 
pieces of Regency furniture—of which this chair 
is one and that next the fireplace in Mr. Good- 
hart-Rendel’s room (Fig. 10) another. 

In Mr. Knoblock’s back room the pole and 
shield fire screens are from Deepdene, also the 
mahogany and ebony tripod table (Fig. 5) 
The side-cupboards flanking the fireplace (but 
not the pier glasses) were the property of King 
William IV, and are among the best examples 
of the mature style. Over the chimneypiece 
is an interesting portrait of a negro general, 
believed to be ‘Toussaint Louverture. Opposite 
is a fantasy by Mr. William Nicholson. In each 
case the pictures are hung by ropes, as was the 
practice during the period, and is much more 
agreeable than wire. ‘The Kolza oil lamp hang- 
ing from the ceiling should also be remarked as 
preserving its correct fittings—the urn for the 
oil and the upright globes for the burners. 

At 11, Titchfield Terrace Lord Gerald 
Wellesley has arranged a no less interesting 
collection of furniture in highly entertaining 
settings. He has made use of old patterns of 
wallpaper, among which marbled papers take a 
prominent place, and in his dining-room (Fig. 1) 
has produced a piece of “ paste pot architec- 
ture ” as original as it is delightful. The walls 
are set with yellow Siena marbled paper cut to 
represent blocks, and are divided by pilasters of 
a ‘‘ gray composite.” The door surrounds are 
grained verde antico and marbled linoleums are 
laid into a pattern for the floor. Projecting 
consoles, naively unrelated to the wall 
treatment, support a pair of Victories and 
of Russian porcelain vases. The pictures are 
interesting works by a Portuguese or Spanish 
artist, representing the Duke of Wellington at 
various Peninsular battles. The sideboard is an 
unusually graceful piece—all its enrichments are 
in carved and gilt wood. The circular table is 
of amboyna wood of a glowing golden brown 
inlaid with zebra wood. The chairs are particu- 
larly gay. Their structural lines make very light 
work of their business, and the needlework of 
each is entirely different from the rest. In the 
re-entrant, corresponding to the door, a service 
lift has been fitted. 

In the decoration of the drawing-room 
(Figs. 2 and 3) the paste-pot has again played 
an enterprising part. ‘The use of patterned 
borders was one of the pleasantest characteristics 
of Regency decoration, but the difficulty now- 
adays is to get hold of the old, or suitable, 
patterns. Lord Gerald has been very ingenious

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in this instance. The groundwork is of a yellow satin paper 
from old blocks; the key pattern in red is also from old 
blocks. The figures in the upright borders he cut out of an 
old paper frieze, and the gryphon motif at the top of each panel 
he executed himself. 

The chairs and settee (Fig. 3) of solid satinwood are covered 
in their original rose brocade. They are of French origin, 
and are said to have been made for a Spanish Ambassador in 
London. ‘The sideboard in the same illustration is character- 
istic of George Smith’s later (1827) manner. The circular 
top of the ‘‘ monopodium ” table in the back room is in Hope’s 
book, but the stalk is different. ‘The wooden sconces, painted 
black and gold, in Fig. 3, are from Deepdene, likewise the 
porphyry vase and the rosso antico chimney garnitures in the 
back room—admirably carved figures of Egyptians. In both 
rooms Kolza oil lamp pendants are to be seen—enriched with 
ormolu. Here they are used quite legitimately as reflecting- 
bowls for electric light. Over the chimneypiece (the white 
marble of which has been stained a pale cream) hangs a con- 
versation piece of the first Lord Mornington, grandfather of 
the Great Duke, and his family, which Mrs. Delany saw being 
painted in 1731. It will appear in a conversation piece that 
Lord Gerald is having painted from the same point of view 
as Fig. 2, of his own children in this year of grace 1931. The 
large Wootton in Fig. 3 represents Sir Philip Meadows teaching 
Frederick, Prince of Wales to ride. 

“Paste pot architecture’ also provides the decoration, 
designed by Lord Gerald, for Mr. H. J. Venning’s entrance 
hall at 17, Park Square East (Fig. 12). Episodes from Dufour 
and Lafitte’s “‘ Cupid and Psyche ” grisaille paper (1816) are 
mounted on a green marble ground. ‘The sofa is an unusually 
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graceful early Regency design, with the arm support issuing 
from a lion’s mask on the end of the arm. The drawing-room 
(Fig. 11) is “modern Regency.” ‘The black marble paper 
pillars—tinted to look round—and paper capitals, the furniture 
and mirrors are of the period, but Miss Margot Gilbert’s wall 
paintings are modern in treatment, employing light, clean colour 
and angular design. But, being formal, they fit in well with 
the house and furniture. The room is an excellent example 
of “‘ paste pot architecture ’’ applied to give charm and dignity 
to a room of modest proportions. 

Mr. H. Goodhart-Rendel, at 13, Crawford Street, has pro- 
duced the most highly finished of these Regency rooms (Fig. 10). 
Instead of the paste-pot being used, the pilasters are actually 
applied, with carved caps, and the walls beautifully painted in 
drapery folds. The colour is a pale coffee colour, with pilasters 
a bluish grey, and deep bronze black, and grey in the setting 
of the Claudian landscape by Hofland, R.a., over the piano. 
The treatment of the window end (Fig. 9) is worked out for 
artificial light—the curtains of coffee colour with a damask pat- 
tern, and a tall mirrored niche between them. ‘The radiators 
are recessed behind metal grilles. Mr. Goodhart-Rendel’s 
room is another essay in Regency modernism—or modern 
Regency. There is little of the Thomas Hope archeological 
spirit about it, and its period features are presented freshly. 
It must always be remembered that Regency was the last recog- 
nisable style that furniture designers employed before the great 
débacle of Victorianism. It is thus one of the natural points 
for departure into the future, and quite the best. For it is

HE cost of salmon fishing, in common with many other 

good things, has increased considerably of late years. 

The man of moderate means who wishes to combine 

a holiday with some reasonably good sport usually 

finds that in English and Scottish waters the latter is 
very difficult to discover at a price commensurate with his pocket. 
In the Irish Free State, however, there are many districts, un- 
frequented by the tripper and little known even to the majority, 
where excellent sport can be had at a fraction of the cost of its 
equivalent in Great Britain. All the big lakes are free, as are 
stretches of most of the best rivers, to residents in certain hotels, 
and permits to fish many preserved waters are very generously 
given. 

Those who have not visited Ireland of late years will be 
astonished not only at the attention now devoted to fishing 
interests, but also at the improvement in the amenities of travel 
and hotel accommodation. Under Government supervision the 
Free State is divided into over twenty fishing areas, each under 
its own Board of Conservators ; poaching, once so rife, is almost 
non-existent, and water bailiffs, ably seconded by the Civic Guard,

function everywhere. Most ot the rivers and loughs have been 
re-stocked, and the various angling associations are most helpful 
and courteous to the visitor. ‘The days of jolting on an outside 
car untold miles over execrable roads to indifferent quarters 
are past. ‘The roads are as good as in England, and hotels, 
generally speaking, are up to date and reasonable in their charges. 
As much good fishing lies in out of the way parts, a motor car 
is an advantage, and recently the Customs’ arrangements for 
taking cars into the Free State have been simplified. The A.A. 
and R.A.C., in conjunction with the Irish Automobile Club, 
will arrange all necessary formalities at the minimum of trouble 
to the visitor. The cost of a salmon licence (which includes 
sea trout) is £2, and this is available for a year in the district 
in which it is issued. If the fisherman proceeds to another 
district, he is called on for a further 1os., but those whose stay 
in the country is of short duration can apply to the Board of 
Conservators in most districts for the £1 licence, which covers 
fourteen days. Few people nowadays can spare the time for 


an extended holiday, and it may therefore be desirable to confine 
this article to a description of a few places from which a variety 
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of sport may be had, rather than attempt a 
survey of numerous resorts at which the 
fishing is confined to one or two streams 
only. 

In the south the Blackwater and 
the Lee are two of the best early rivers, 
and though the principal stretches on 
both are strictly preserved or let at 
very high rentals, certain beats are 
available for visitors. Fermoy or Mallow 
are good headquarters for the Black- 
water, as at both places there are some 
three miles of free fishing. About three 
miles below Fermoy the Funshion and 
the Araglin rivers both hold a few salmon, 
and are particularly good for brown 
trout on the dry fly, and both are free. 
At Mallow the best time for salmon is 
April, and here the trout fishing is 
particularly good. On the Blackwater 
itself the trout run up to 2lb., and within 
ten miles above Mallow there are four 
excellent trout streams joining the Black- 
water, on which fishing is free. Various 
salmon beats round Lismore are let 
by the month at rents varying from 
£20 in February up to £100 in June 
The best months on the Lee are from 
March till the end of May, but the 
river is not very attractive to the average 
visitor. The best parts are strictly 
preserved, and only on the upper reaches 
above Macroom can any free fishing be got. Visitors at 
Williams Hotel, Macroom, can get permits for some of the 
better beats, for which the charge varies, but the trout fish- 
ing in the river is poor, nor are the tributaries good. ‘The 
Bandon river is well worth trying, for there are some sixteen 
miles of free fishing between Bandon town and the upper 
reaches, which fish best from March to May. Salmon, sea 
trout and brown trout are got, and spring fish average about 
10-12lb. 

In Kerry, Waterville, though at times overcrowded, is a 
delightful spot for the early part of the season. The Butler 
Arms Hotel makes a comfortable headquarters from which to 
fish the Currane river and lake. Salmon fishing on the river costs 
£1 a day, but the lake is free, and men and boats are available 
for hotel visitors. March and April are excellent months for 
trolling, and spring salmon run to an average tolb. Later on 
in June the sea trout fishing is excellent, and in the vicinity 
there is a further choice of two rivers and three lakes, all of which 
are leased to the hotel proprietors. ‘These also yield salmon 
and sea and brown trout, baskets of twelve to fifteen of the latter 
being quite common. For those who care for the variation of 
a day’s sea fishing, boats can be had for £1 a day in Ballinskelligs 
Bay, where very large bass, conger and mackerel, cod and whiting, 
are taken in season. 

Farther north, in Kerry, Caragh Lake possesses an extremely 
comfortable hotel. In the lake, in the Caragh river and four 
miles north, in the River Laune, spring fishing is good, salmon 
running to 14lb., and sea trout come into the rivers early in May. 
Later on brown trout, two and three to the pound, are plenti- 
ful. Though a little later than the southern waters, the rivers

and lakes of Connemara are, perhaps, even more attractive to 
the fisherman. For variety of fishing and scenery Lough Corrib 
cannot be equalled in Ireland. It can be fished from Galway, 
Oughterard, where there are three hotels, or Maam Cross, but the 
two latter places make the best headquarters, as from either 
a number of excellent fishing grounds can be reached. Corrib 
holds salmon, trout, large pike and bream, and its chief attraction 
lies in its variety of fishing. In March you can troll, April and 
May bring salmon or trout to the wet fly, in May and June there 
is dapping, and until the end of the season fly fishing and trolling 
again. A man and boat costs tos. a day, and for the fishing in 
the Corrib river the charge is £1 a day to the end of March and 
£2 thereafter. This river is first class, and figures published by 
the Ministry of Fisheries show that from 1924 to 1929 the average 
catch per season was 810 salmon on five miles of water. From 
Maam Cross the Ballynahinch river, Screebe river and several 
small private lakes can be fished with permission of the owners, 
and Lough Mask, famous for its large trout and pike, is within 
easy distance. 

Leenane, on Killary harbour, is another spot of infinite 
variety. From the very excellent hotel the fisherman has a choice 
of Loughs Fee and Muck, the Erriff river, the well known Delphi 
fishery (by permission) and Lough Nafooey. Apart from these, 
there are seven other rivers within easy distance, and this season 
the proprietor of the hotel has rented the Kylemore Lakes. The 
latter are best for salmon in May, and sea trout run from June 
to August. Daily tickets can be had for Lough Fee and Muck, 
which are later waters, but the Erriff river yields plenty of spring 
fish up to 12lb. Lough Nafooey is little known, but holds the 
biggest pike in Ireland, and although Lough Conn in Co. Mayo 
holds the record for the biggest fish 
(53lb.) ever caught on the rod, the former 
waters boast a catch on one rod of ten 
fish weighing 126lb. in one day. 

For every fishing resort mentioned 
here those acquainted with Ireland will 
be able to point to a dozen equally good 
It is impossible within the limits of a 
single article to do more than give a 
superficial outline of a few of those at 
which, given ordinary luck, the visitor 
should be able to count on good sport. 
In attempting this, the writer has con- 
fined himself to only those places of 
which he has had personal experience 
and where the comfort of the inner 
man as well as his angling propensities 
are well catered for. One last sugges- 
tion may, perhaps, be made, and that 
is that the intending visitor should not 
expend large sums of money on casts, 
salmon flies, etc., before he gets into the 
country. On these matters the local 
man is the best adviser, as well as the 
most economical, and at all the fishing 
hotels he can procure exactly what is 
best suited to the district. One thing 
is certain, whatever part of the country 
he chooses, the intending fisherman 
will get full value for his money, and 
even if sport is fickle, he will feel the 
warmth of the welcome that Ireland 
never fails to give those who visit her 
shores. 
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DO ANIMALS REASON? 


The Intelligence of Animals, by Frances Pitt.

* T seems to me,” said Mr. Julian Huxley recently, ‘ that 
there is, perhaps, more popular misapprehension on the 
subject of animal behaviour than on any other biological 
subject. You usually either find the idea that animals 
are a simple type of reflex machine, or more usually the 

idea that they are little human beings with just the same thoughts 
and emotions as ourselves, which they are, for some reason, 
unable to express. Both these attitudes are completely wrong, 
and lead one into serious error.’ Miss Pitt, whose powers of 
observation, whose faculty of lucid and humorous expression, 
and whose delightful and truth-revealing photographs have long 
entertained and edified the readers of Country LIFE, is pre- 
eminently qualified to remove such wrong impressions, and 
to supply to those who are willing to learn a practical working 
notion of what goes on in the heads of our animal friends and 
enemies. In these days of ‘‘ Tantivy Towers”’ the questions 
involved have a more than usually keen interest to the thoughtful 
man, for the sentimental fallacies of Mr. A. P. Herbert obviously 
arise from the fact that he is one of those who think that animals 
are little inarticulate human beings with the same thoughts and 
emotions as ourselves. In Miss Pitt’s ‘‘ Animal Mind’”’ she has 
already broken the ground which she wishes to cover, and in 
this new and copiously illustrated volume she carries on the 
trains of observation and thought which she started there. She 
gives a good deal of 
space to accounts of 
semi-domesticated 
creatures, such as the 
decoy or call duck, 
considering that in 
them can be seen the 
clash between heredi- 
tary behaviour, altera- 
tions in the conditions 
of life brought about by 
contact with man, and 
the results of the ex- 
perience acquired by 
the individuals. She 
next sets out to explore 
the mentality of certain 
domesticated animals, 
particularly the horse 
and the cat; and then 
continues her argument 
by contrasting their 
mentality with that of 
wild mammals and 
birds that have never 
come under the hand of 
man. 

All these mental 
characters are con- 
sidered with special 
reference to the 
question of whether 
they are useful, or a 
handicap to the animal, 
in the stress of life, 
and they cover, in 
fact, all the behaviour 
by which it adjusts 
itself to its environment, both living and inanimate ; from the 
pressure of, and competition with, its fellows, to the effects of 
climate and temperature. 

We have not space here to follow Miss Pitt through her 
discussion of all the problems she investigates, but nowhere 
does she show her commonsense objectivity and fairmindedness 
to better advantage than in the chapters which deal with the 
horse and the fox. She points out the usual fallacies with unerring 
aim. Many persons, for instance, are obsessed with the idea 
that animals, especially wild ones, are little more than automatons, 
so that when they find a horse showing signs of intelligence they 
immediately jump to the opposite extreme and attribute to it 
an almost human understanding, considering it a mightily superior 
creature. Apart from the racehorse and the hunter galloping 
after hounds, asks Miss Pitt, can you find any task in which a 
horse is a really willing co-operator, and with which it would 
go on were the pressure of long training and the presence of its 
rider or driver eliminated ? She comes to the shocking con- 
clusion that, compared with its wild ancestor, the present-day 
horse is, undoubtedly, a mental degenerate, and she points out 
that whenever you hear of a ‘“‘ horse’? doing something unusually 
intelligent, and take the trouble to investigate, the result is 
nearly always the same; it was either a pony or an animal with 
a cross of pony blood. 

The chapters which deal with the mind of the fox—both 
the hunter fox and the hunted—will find many eager readers 
who will be unable to resist Miss Pitt’s final conclusion that 
the average fox ranks high in the scale of intelligent mammals, 
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but that much of its conduct is regulated by inherited response. 
She cannot subscribe to the popular verdict which credits the fox 
with almost superhuman cunning, but finds him much as other 
beasts, living largely in the present, without worrying about 
past or future, and content with the fleeting moment. 


Juan in America, by Eric Linklater. (Cape, 7s. 6d.) 

THERE is something extraordinarily satisfying to the English palate 
about this book. It is written by a man who has acquired outstanding 
literary skill and the judgment of maturity, without having lost the 
high spirits of youth. And, as we read, we feel that we are learning 
more from him about what America is really like (at any rate, to an 
Englishman) than we have ever learnt since Samuel Butler did us the 
same service with regard to Canada by means of his “‘O God! O 
Montreal !”’ The Juan of the book is a graceless but attractive English 
youngster who, banished from home on account of an early peccadillo, 
is ostensibly taking a three years’ course in an American college. His 
adventures before, during and after his taste of American collegiate 
life are the matter of the book ; they are so entertainingly related and 
so brilliantly varied that we are content to let the author lengthen the 
arm of coincidence as much and as often as he pleases: he persuades 
us that “‘ America was the last home of romance and anything could 
happen there.” And yet, with an equal imaginative boldness, he 
persuades us of the truth enunciated by one of Juan’s acquaintances, 
an American Jew: ‘“ Always your conversations are interrupted in 
America. By a fire, by a murder, by an automobile accident. There’s 
no peace, no time to think, and if you can’t think you’re dull, see? ”’ 
He finds words, too, for our wordless suspicions. ‘‘ Manhattan was 
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a nursery, a superb and opulent and spacious nursery where the children 
could stay up all night. That’s what they meant by the Statue of 
Liberty—there was no one to come and put them to bed.” Mr. 
Linklater’s delight in American slang is patent and infectious. Joyously 
he constructs an American advertisement : ‘‘ WHY GO AROUND HALF-DEAD 
WHEN WE CAN BURY YOU FOR $39.50?” or the glutinous syllables 
of an American song: ‘‘ What’ll I say to my sugar when I see my 
sugar again?’”’ And the whole thing is done with such unflagging 
energy, interest, amusement and good temper that surely the only 
revenge which America can desire is to send one of her young novelists 
over to England in order that he mey see us with the same merry and 
searching eyes as Mr. Linklater has turned upon America. This 
jolly, captivating book is the Book Society’s choice, and it is a choice 
over which there will be no cavilling. VV. H. B. 
Vain Love, by Johann Fabricius. (Gollancz, ros. 6d.) 

HERE is a story on the grand scale, a story to please those who are 
tired of niggling analyses of anemic characters. It may convey an 
idea of its quality and characte: to say that one would like Conrad to 
be alive to give his opinion of this story of the Italian fisher lad trans- 
ported by fate—and his own passions—from the Blue Grotto of Capri 
to the forests of Paraguay, and of what happened to him in that desperate 
pilgrimage. Jealousy drove Mario Ferrari to murder—or what he 
believed to be murder. Fear drove him as stowaway from Naples 
to South Americ. Bravery made his fortune. And love, for a worth- 
less woman, made him at last as ready to welcome death as he had been 
eager to fly to perils unknown. So one might summarise a story which, 
once started, must hold even those who say they do not care for adventure 
stories. There is adventure enough here, and to spare; but there is 
so much more to make the story memorable. Nothing in it, to my 
mind, is more memorable, more moving, than the portrait of the Russian 
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girl whom Mario meets on shipboard when he has been turned from 
hunted stowaway into hero, who is his friend until friendship forces her to 
tell him her real trade and go out of his life. Anna is one of the most beau- 
tiful and restrained figures in modern fiction. Mario, in the last resort, 
betrayed, scorned, a prisoner and a drunkard, caught up in one of those 
swift South American revolutions, coming at last to release by a pistol 
shot, is as memorable and pitiable a figure as the Russian girl whom he had 
pitied in his youth and strength. Seldom does one get such portraiture, 
such understanding of character, of human weakness and strength in a 
story of action and adventure. Conrad could do it. John Masefield 
has done it. To those names must be added the name of the Dutch 
author of this surprising book. Why have we not heard of him before ? 
One more word of commendation—not of the author, but for the 
unknown translator to whom we owe this book. It is difficult, without 
knowing the original, to know how far the translator has kept faith 
with his author. What can with certainty be said is that what too often 
is hack work, in poverty-stricken language, is here a work of art. It 
would have been the merest justice to put on the title page the name 
of the artist. Ki... 


The Limestone Tree, by 
7s. 6d. net.) 
“ KENTUCKY’S in our blood. We growed from it like a tree. A 
Jimestone tree.”” The words, spoken by a minor character in one of 
the earlier episodes of this chronicle of a Kentucky family, which provide 
Mr. Hergesheimer’s book with its odd and attractive title, might serve 
equally well as a brief summary of its contents. The story begins in 
the days—days which, in point of time, are really surprisingly recent— 
of the early settlers who crossed the Appalachian Mountains from 
Virginia, taking with them, as the late Cecil Sharp’s researches demon- 
strated, a wealth of the old songs, traditions and common speech of 
seventeenth century England. It opens with the first Gabriel Sash, 
the ‘‘ Long Hunter,” who was “ skeered to stay in a cabin ’’ because 
it was like being caught in a bear-trap, to whom the call of the Indian- 
haunted forest was stronger than that of wife and child; and it closes 
with the return of the sophisticated young American of the eighteen- 
nineties to the home and the traditions of his race. ‘The century which 
intervenes between the two is delineated in a series of episodes which 
illustrate at once the growth of the country and of the particular family 
concerned in them ; its strong local patriotism and markedly individual- 
istic habit of mind, its intense love of the soil natural in a race which, 
almost within living memory, has had to contend for its possession 
with foes both without and within. The book, which is no longer 
than—hardly, indeed, so long as—the average modern novel, affords 
an admirably comprehensive view within its amazingly short compass 
of a century of American life. It is written with a breadth and simplicity 
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suited to the largeness of the theme, and abounds in fine descrip- 
tive passages, as well as with those vivid little glimpses of “ interiors 
with figures’ of the crinoline period in which its author so greatly 
excels. The chapters relating to the early settlers and to the Civil 
War are, perhaps, the best things in as notable a piece of work as Mr. 
Hergesheimer has yet produced. Upon one point, however, I have 
a quarrel with him. The relationships of the characters who throng 
his wide stage are frankly confusing, and over and over again, as one 
flounders painfully amid successive generations of Sashes, Abels and 
Hazels, all with the same Christian. names, one feels strongly the lack 
of a convenient genealogical table to which one might turn on occasion.

Men Dislike Women, by Michael Arlen. (Heinemann, 7s. 6d.) 
ONE feels that a lot of Mr. Arlen’s own experiences and impres- 
sions have gone into this story of the young French-American 
more French than American—who goes from Paris to New York and 
gets mixed up in some very questionable company—with a gangster, 
and with the pretty lady who desired the gangster, but is cut out by 
a girl whom André first met wearing trousers. None of these people, 
naturally, was approved by the correct Isabella, who was of the sort to 
find her French-American brother-in-law rather a trial. There you 
have the principal people ina story which in plot is nothing, but in 
personality everything. It is what the people say more than what they 
do that matters. That the gangster Macrae should do anything so 
definite as commit suicide over Sheila, the woman with a past—which 
had included André—is almost a shock after a great many pages in which 
the characters do nothing but talk, when André is not talking to, or 
about, himself. This, as may be gathered, is not a book for those 
who like a definite plot and characters who do what is expected of them. 
None of Mr. Arlen’s characters does that. He would scorn to let 
them be so banal. And if they did, if they were less irresponsible, 
they certainly would not be so amusing. America may not like some 
of the things Mr. Arlen—or André—says about her: but she must, if 
she is honest, cry ‘“‘ Touché!” to the neat stings of Arlenesque wit. 
Whether she will also be able to laugh over the wit of her taking off 
is anothe1 matter.

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“yF the “‘ Regency Bucks,’’ whose houses are illustrated on 
another page this week, two are well known architects 

and the other the author of some of the most entertaining plays 
that have ever delighted London. Mr. Knoblock’s greatest 
success was probably “‘ Kismet,’ but ‘‘ My Lady’s Dress ”’ and 
““ Milestones,” revived last year, run it very close. What links 
these three connoisseurs, apart from their zest for the arts of the 
Regency, is, above all, an acute sense of ‘‘ period.””, Mr. Goodhart 
Rendel is the outstanding instance of this virtue. His belief, 
expressed the other day in a brilliant address to the Architectural 
Association, is that “‘ the more one learns to find good in unexpected 
places the more resources one will lay up to meet unexpected 
problems.’ Himself a ‘‘ modernist ’’ by instinct, he maintains, 
nevertheless, that continuity is the most urgent want of British 
architecture, and that ‘‘if you observe analytically the works 
of your near predecessors, you will find much merit where you 
had previously supposed it to be non-existent.”” These Regency 
houses are a visible proof of the advantage of catholicity of taste. 


HERE will probably be a ready response to the appeal made 
in the Times by Lord Gerald Wellesley and Mr. John 
Steegman for information regarding ‘“‘ likenesses’’ of the Iron 
Duke. During his successive phases of being a national hero 
in India, the Peninsula and at Waterloo, and for forty years 
subsequently as a kind of political demigod, a vast number of 
likenesses were made of him ranging from the equestrian statue, 
formerly on Constitution Hill Arch, to snuff-boxes and such things 
as door-stops—appropriately enough of cast iron. Lord Gerald 
has himself collected a bibliotheca Wellesliana in the house illus- 
trated in to-day’s issue of CoUNTRY LIFE, which, with the numerous 
well known representations of the Great Duke, will form a sound 
nucleus to begin on. But there are, undoubtedly, likenesses of 
him scattered all over the world that it will be of great interest 
to have recorded. 


‘a win the championship at so exhausting a game as rackets 

at the age of forty-six is a remarkable achievement, and 
Lord Aberdare, whom many of us still think of as Clarence Bruce, 
is much to be congratulated. It is rather odd to remember that 
when he was at Oxford he was said not to be very strong. He 
is a great all-round games player, a beautiful batsman, and a tennis 
player who has even beaten the immortal Baerlein. He was 
also captain of the Oxford golf team, though golf was certainly 
the least successful of his games. It is impossible to think of 


any champion whose victory would give more pleasure. 

WE ought to number the Royal Cruising Club’s Yournal 
among the harbingers of spring, for, although it gives 

accounts of the past year’s voyaging, it is sent to members at a 

time when their minds are happy with another summer’s plans. 


The current issue makes exciting reading. The logs of eight 
cruises were printed, and each of these laconic little epics tells 


a tale of effort, enterprise and endurance such as must have made 
the allocation of the R.C.C. challenge cups a most perplexing 
task. Of the three trophies, however, one was won by the 21-ton 
Shira for a cruise to Sweden and back, another was awarded to 
the 24-ton Dyarchy for a cruise to Santander and back, while 
the third was won by the 32-ton Cariad for a cruise to Corunna 
and back. The Cariad had a frightful time. The little ship’s 
company, which included a lady, Miss Warington Smyth, was 
caught out in a very heavy Bay of Biscay gale. For three days 
and as many nights they were hove-to and battened down to 
weather that memorable storm in which so many poor Breton 
fishermen lost their ships and their lives. 
I AST summer the Royal Cruising Club attained its fiftieth 
~ year, and the celebration of its jubilee drew tributes from 
cruising yachtsmen the world over. But the occasion signified 
more than the half-century’s existence of the premier cruising 
club: it also marked the continuous association with the club 
of that fine Corinthian sailor, Sir Arthur Underhill. The club 
was founded by Sir Arthur Underhill in 1880. He is still its 
much loved Commodore. Few organisations, of whatever kind, 
can have had the good fortune to be guided by so wise and kind 
a leader for so long a time. 


I OTH Lord Savile and Sir Robert Harvey, whose deaths 
occutred over Easter, were men of many interests and 
activities, besides being all-round sportsmen. Both Rufford 
Abbey, and the title which had been created for an uncle, the 
Ambassador to Rome, came to John Lumley-Savile through 
the deaths of three uncles without children. Originally in the 
Diplomatic Service also, he turned his attention to managing 
Rufford and its stud His most famous acquisition for the 
stud was El Diabolo, though its reputation had been made by 
his uncle with The Ranger and Cremorne, winners of the Grand 
Prix in 1863 and 1872. ‘The Ranger was the first English horse 
to win the French trophy, and Cremorne, out of twenty-six races, 
won twenty, was second in four, and brought his owner some 
£22,000. Lord Savile was a well known figure at Newmarket, 
Epsom, and Doncaster—where the Rufford yearlings used to 
be rivals of those from Sledmere. But he was also a keen fisher- 
man, a fine shot and the most hospitable of hosts at Rufford. 
GIR ROBERT HARVEY’S tragic death at Langley Park, 
“near Slough, is probably attributable to the effects of the 
influenza from which he was suffering on his return from fishing 
in Scotland. He was a noted big-game hunter, but had also 
made a very interesting garden at Langley Park, where the 
rhododendrons were a great feature. Langley, which one sees 
from the Great Western main line, is a particularly delightful 
village, with the Jacobean almshouses lying either side the 
church to which is attached the famous Kidderminster pew and 
library.

EARLY RAILWAYS IN

exact date of the picture, but Daly wrote in 
1871-72 of the ‘‘ progress of the railway 
towards Indore with the prospect of the 
extention through Malwa.’’—Atce HUGHES. 
SCARCITY OF THE LANDRAIL 
OR CORNCRAKE.”’ 
To THE EpIrTor. 

Sir,—I attribute the scarcity of the corncrake 
almost entirely to the earlier cutting of the 
hay by the modern mowing machine. For 
some years after the introduction of this 
machine there was a diminution in their 
numbers, although not a very marked one 
in the north of England, but it became a very 
serious one when farmers began to cut their 
hay in June instead of July, destroying the 
eggs or newly hatched young. This was most 
marked in West Cumberland. Up to the year 
1914 the farmers did not cut their hay here until 
about the second week in July, when young 
corncrakes were well able to look after them- 
selves. The bird then swarmed in this area, 
so much so, especially from 1908 to 1914, as to 
be a nuisance, for the craking of scores of corn- 
crakes during the night made sleep well-nigh 
impossible during the month of June. Every 
meadow held several pairs, and they were 
nesting in cottage gardens and even on the 
sand hills with no cover for the nests. It was 
a regular corncrake paradise. In 1915 “ the 
powers that be,’ under the Defence of the 
Realm or some other Act, ordered the farmers 
in this area to cut their hay as early in June as 
possible. Three years of this finished off the 
corncrakes, which, from swarming up to 1914 
had become almost non-existent by 1918. 

In certain pares of Ireland, where there 
is very little hay and where it is not cut until 
late, corncrakes have increased of late years. 

In 1926 corncrakes were very plentiful 
on Islay in the Inner Hebrides. The patches 
of mowing grass here are small ones up to 
two acres in extent, and each held one or more 
pairs of corncrakes. This grass is not cut until 
August and is done by the scythe, when all 
the young are well on the wing. In 1928 they 
were quite common at the south end of the Island 
of Bute, where the grass is not cut until late. 

Judging by the number found dead under 
telegraph wires on the spring migration, | 
think this also to be a cause of their scarcity, 
but a small one. 

Dr. Oliver H. Wild writes that, prior to 
1914, in Gloucestershire, the bird was so 
common that fowlers shot it by calling it up 
to them with a wooden contrivance made of a 
wooden wheel furnished with cogs, revolving 
between the prongs of a wooden fork, a dozen 
or more being killed in a moining in May. 

In July, 1926, Dr. Wild saw forty killed 
with sticks during the mowing of the last strip 
of meadow on the banks of the Severn. They 
were old and young, and this would wipe 
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out the breeding stock of that locality and its 
neighbourhood, where the young would have 
bred in the following years. 

The use of artificial manures instead of 
farmyard manure has, no doubt, caused a 
serious shortage in the insect food of the 
cornciake, for it does not harbour the eggs, 
larve and pupz of the numerous insects as 
farmyard manure does ; indeed, artificial manure 
contains or harbours no insect food at all. 

Even unmanured land contains very little 
insect food as compared with well farmyard- 
manured land, as shown by _ experiments 
carried out by Mr. H. Morris at the Rothamsted 
Experimental Station, as pointed out by Mr. 
Kirke Nash in the Scottish Naturalist. An 
artificially manured plot, he says, contains 
practically no insect food, an unmanured plot 
4,952,857 to the acre, and a well manured 
plot (farmyard) 15,100,955 to the acre. 

In addition, numbers used to be shot and 
netted in South Devon, Dorsetshire and Sussex 
in September in clover fields, where they were 
packed prior to migration across the Channel. 
Mr. W. Ford Lindsay, writing in British Birds, 
states that in September, 1915, there were 
hundreds in East Sussex wherever there was 
sufficient cover to hide them. Over forty were 
shot during the cutting of one small plot of 
clover, and at least twenty a day fell to the 
“lookers’”’ on the marsh. Mr. D. Direll, 
writing in the Field of August 26th, 1916, also 
reports large numbers in neapuant Devon in Sep- 
tember, 1915, when he shot 152 in one parish, 
fifty-nine of them in one seven-acre field of 
clover. In 1916 Mr. Darell saw over forty in one 
day in South Devon, of which he killed twenty- 
nine, using up all his cartridges. “‘H.G.H.’s”’ 
bag on this estate during September, 1916, was 
seventy-three.—H. W. ROBINSON. 


A PALACE THAT THE

towns on the Dalmatian coast and compar- 
able in size with our south coast fishing towns. 

You will know that it is justly proud of 
the excellent Maraschino made and exported 
from there, and the surrounding country is 
rich in cherry orchards of the necessary brand. 
But the most fascinating feature, from the 
visitor’s point of view, is the palace built by 
Diocletian circa 300 A. D. , which covers an area 
of approximately nine and a half acres. On 
the invasion of Dalmatia by the Avars in 639 
the interior of the palace was gutted by the 
local inhabitants, and all the older portion of 
the town may be found within the walls, which 
are still in marvellous condition and which 
rise in height to over sixty feet in places. 
Two temples inside, originally erected to 
Jupiter and /Esculapius, are now the Christian 
Cathedral and a baptistery respectively. 

As may be seen in the illustration, modern 
shops have been built into the base of the 
south wall on the outside, and along this wall 
now runs a wide promenade which borders 
the artificial harbour on its other side. The 
reflective state of the road is due not to rain, 
but to the recent passage of a water-cart.— 
J. D. N. Ham.

IN THE ISLAND OF

SUNBIRDS AND HONEY 
To THE Epiror. 
Sir,—Mr. Aldrich-Blake questions in your 
issue of January 24th whether sunbirds exist 
solely on honey or if they partake of any other 
kind of food. 

In Some Indian Friends and Acquaintances, 
by Lieutenant-Colonel D. D. Cunningham, 
the following appears against honeysuckers : 
“Their food consists mainly of small insects 
and of the nectar of many different kinds of 
flowers.”’ 

This point is again mentioned by Douglas 
Dewar in his Birds of the Plains, where he 
says, ‘‘I may mention here that sunbirds do 
not live exclusively upon honey; they vary 
this diet with minute insects which they pick 
off flowers and leaves.” 

The nesting season is usually March or 
April, so I cannot answer his question at 
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BORN B.C. 500; FOUND A.D. 
present as to how they feed their young, nor 
do either of the above refe.ences give any 
information on the subject. 

From personal experience I may mention 
that after the grass has been watered in the 
evening I see these birds poking their beaks 
into the soil, presumably after insects, round 
the foot of small hibiscus bushes, and then 
fying back again to collect the honey from 
cannas, etc.—W. M. Manson. 


CHURCH HOUR-GLASSES

ANC LENT PIT SAWS. 
To THE Eprror. 
Sir,—A good many years ago a long piece of 
the east wall of my garden collapsed. ‘This 
was soon after my landlord had bought the 
property, and long before I became a tenant. 
Examination showed that a small stream had 
undermined the heavy wall, oft. high, which 
had then come aown en bloc owing to its 
great weight. When re-making the foundations 
the owner found three old pit saws, and when 
he examined the steel it looked so good that 


he fitted the best of the blades with new 
handles. He has used this saw now for a 
number of years for cutting up logs. ‘The 


steel was extremely hard, so much so that he 
had some difficulty in making holes to attach 
the handles, as the metal blunted the point 
of any ordinary drill. When the old saw had 
been re-fitted and the teeth re-set, it proved 
far better than modern ones, in that it retained 
its sharpness very much longer. ‘The house 
itself is over five hundred years old, but as 
there are no records regarding the garden 
wall, one cannot put a date on the saws. It is, 
however, possible that they may have been 
the very ones used to shape the great elm beams 
which support the roof. In any case, the wall 
was put up a very long time ago, and the 
saws prove what very excellent steel the smiths 
of ancient times were able to produce.—

AT KEMPTON

THE FINISH OF THE NEW ROSEBERY STAKES ; 


F the usual glut or Eastertide racing, that which took 

place at Kempton Park last Saturday and Monday 

stands out in importance. This year, for the first 

time, there was flat racing tor Londoners. The 

wonder is that it had been denied them for so long, 
bearing in mind that for all who stay at home the interval between 
Good Friday and Easter Monday generally calls for some thought 
when budgeting. 

Hitherto, Plumpton in Sussex has had a monopoly with a 
pleasant National Hunt fixture which must have brought them 
more profit than any other fixture in the year. The situation 
was changed for them when the Jockey Club gave this day to 
Kempton Park. It was not an extra day vouchsafed to this 
executive, as a day was lopped off the early October fixture which 
is associated with the race for the Imperial Produce Stakes and 
the Duke of York Handicap. Presumably, both those events 
will this year take place on the one day. 

The new day for Kempton Park was entirely a success. The 
weather was most agreeable after that horrible Good Friday’s 
sample ; the attendance was a big one, and the racing the best 
I have seen since the opening of the new season. To mark the 
occasion the executive introduced an entirely new race—a mile 
and a quarter handicap which they have appropriately named the 
Rosebery Stakes, partly out of gratitude for the great influence 
for good on the Turf of the late Lord Rosebery, and as a com- 
pliment to the present Lord Rosebery, who is proving one of the 
most able and helpful stewards the Jockey Club have ever had. 
It was appropriate that he should have been present when the 
Rosebery Stakes was decided last Saturday, acting as one of the 
Stewards of the meeting. 

The executive found £1,500 of the value of the prize. Actually 
it came to just under £2,000 to the winner with the addition of 
the sweepstakes money, and it was won for an admirable example 
of the small owner and breeder in Mr. Fred Wilmot, who acts as 
Clerk of the Course and manager of Lingfield Park and Clerk of 
the Course at York. His winner was the four year old The Masher, 
who had failed when thought to have a great chance of winning 
the Lincolnshire Handicap. He now started at 10 to 1, which 
means that many who lost over him at Lincoln did not make a point 
of trying to recover their money. Had they done so his price 
would have been shorter. There was the risk that he might 
lose ground, as he did then, at the start, because he is notoriously 
difficult when under the starter’s orders. When he drew out a 
full furlong from home, only Moyresque, who had been second 
for the Liverpool Spring Cup, looked in any way a danger. 

Lucky Tor, who was a notable handicap winner last spring, 
made a slight demonstration, but it was brief, and with Massai 
again performing as if outclassed, though having Donoghue 
on his back this time, and Six Wheeler running sourly, there was 
no other to challenge Mr. Wilmot’s horse. He is a powerfully 
built chestnut colt by Pomme de Terre from a mare named Madam 
Apple, and, as I have mentioned, he was bred by his owner at 
his home, which overlooks Lingfield Park racecourse. 

Last season a brown colt named Banned, by Obliterate, 
won five races out of ten outings. This the youngster did in 
the colours of Mrs. Lewis, wife of Major Lewis, who breeds a 
few horses near Newmarket. He did not, however, breei this 
one. It only cost 250 guineas as a yearling. Such is not the 
price which encourages one to take a chance and enter the yearling 
for the classic races two years later. So Banned is barred from 
them in 1931, though possibly he is the best of his age in the 
country. He wound up last season by winning four races off

the reel, one of them over a mile at Newmarket. He reappeared 
on this Saturday at Kempton Park to win a weight-for-age race 
of a mile and a half—the Coventry Plate. 

And what a spectacular win, if ever there was one! ‘True, 
the opposition may have been of little or no account, but they 
numbered ten. The five year old Tullycross was second in a 
vain attempt to give 23lb. The weight-for-age allowance is 26lb. 
As Banned won, cantering, by what the judge estimated at twenty 
lengths, it is extremely doubtful whether Tullycross could have 
conceded rolb. or, indeed, any weight at all. Such form touches 
the classic standard. Yet we may never have the point proved, 
because the neat and perfect actioned son of Obliterate and On 
With The Dance is not, as I have said, in the classic races. 

On the last Tuesday in last month owners with nominations 
for the classic races of this year had the option of withdrawing 
their horses and so limiting their liability, say, in the case of the 
Derby to £30. It had cost them £5 in respect of each nomination 
at the time of entry in November, 1929. Had the withdrawal 
been made before last July that would have been the extent of 
the liability. Thus there were 404 entries originally for the 
Derby, of which 145 went out at that first minor forfeit 
stage. 

Now 156 more have gone, at a cost of that first £5 plus an 
additional £25. ‘There remain 103 in the race in respect of which 
a further liability of £50 each has been incurred. Such must 
be the case in the event of withdrawal up to the Tuesday in the 
week before running. If still left in (as many will be because 
of the influence of the Irish Sweepstakes), then the cost will be 
£100, whether the horse be sent to the post or not. It will be 
understood how the volume of the whole prize is immensely 
swollen by what comes out of the pockets of owners. The money 
added by the Epsom executive is £3,000. It really amounts, 
therefore, to a sweepstakes with £3,000 added money. I have 
little doubt the winning owner this year will receive a five-figure 
prize. 

It is interesting to glance at the strength of well known 
owners’ interests. Last year the Aga Khan went through the 
thrilling experience of winning with Blenheim. He has left 
four in, not one of which had anything like the same high-class 
two year old form as Blenheim. They are Pomme d’Api, Sherab, 
Pickpocket and Nushirawan. The last named is by Solario 
and was bred at the National Stud. Pickpocket is by Gains- 
borough from Voleuse, and, therefore, bred very much like 
Solario, who was by Gainsborough from the dam of Voleuse. 
I have much admiration for Pickpocket as an individual. Sherab 
is by Tetratema, and, therefore, not sure to stay. Pomme d’Api 
is by Zionist, himself second for the Derby in his year, and now 
at the stud in France. 

The late Lord Dewar’s nominations, which under the new 
rule were taken over by Mr. J. A. Dewar, number four. They 
are Ben Nevis, by Knockando from Sunny Moya, the dam of 
Sunny Trace and The MacNab; Silverburn, by Phalaris from 
Silver Urn ; Cameronian, by Pharos from Una Cameron; and 
Glenalmond, by Captain Cuttle from Love in Idleness. The 
one I am most interested in is Cameronian, who, however, was 
difficult to train last season. 

Of course, Lord Ellesmere has left in Lemnarchus just as 
Portlaw, his rival, duly figures as the chief nomination of Sir 
Abe Bailey. Goyescas, who was second to Portlaw for the Middle 
Park Stakes, will be the champion of M. M. Boussac. The 
colt is with Basil Jarvis at Newmarket, and I hear is doing well. 
What I do think is extraordinary is that Lord Derby is now

OLD PLACE AND BIBURY COURT 


LD PLACE, Lindfield, has been 

let on lease by Messrs. John D. 

Wood and Co. The firm acted 

in the purchase of the property 

in 1926 for Lady (Rupert) Clark, 

the vendor, Mr. Walter E. Tower, 

being represented on that occasion by Messrs. 

Knight, Frank and Rutley. The late Sir T. 

Herbert Warren’s article about Old Place, 

Lindfield, in Country LiFe, September 21st, 

1907, was one of a number of special references 

in these pages to this exquisite house, the 

others being, apart from the Estate Market 

pages, contained in Vol. vill, page 432; Vol. x, 

page 72; Vol. x1ll, page 666; and Vol. xxtl, 
page 414. 

Old Place was built in 1590. It has 
peaked gables, oak mullioned windows, richly 
carved bargeboards, and other beautiful features 
of Elizabethan architecture. The original 
panelled dining-room (1590) has a contemporary 
stone fireplace. ‘The great parlour, five other 
reception-rooms and the eighteen bedrooms 
are panelled or have Flemish tapestry. ‘The 
gardens and grounds are worthy ot the wonder- 
ful home they surround. They have massive 
yew hedges, a bowling alley and pleached 
walk, and extensive lawns. The property 
includes a home farm, cottages and 150 acres. 

“* Porta patens esto ! ” 
““Nulli clauderis honesto ! ” 

Those, inscribed over the front door of 
Old Place, are not mottoes invented for that 
house alone, for they adorn the gateway tower 
of Cleeve Abbey in Somersetshire, and have 
been thought appropriate for a good many 
houses. But nowhere can their injunction 
have more weight; nowhere will men of 
goodwill more rejoice, if they find an open 
door. For what is Old Place, if not a home 
mostly created by one whose spirit was of 
rare excellence, a man at whose _ bidding 
the greatest and the most refined minds of 
his day esteemed themselves favoured to visit 
Old Place? That man was the late Charles 
Eamer Kemp, the bearer of a name that had 
been borne by a Cardinal Archbishop of 
Canterbury and a Bishop of London in the 
Middle Ages. He acquired the Sussex manor 
house and gradually enlarged and, in fact, 
re-created it, and by slow degrees formed 
also the gardens. 

Bibury Court is to be let furnished. The 
Cotswold mansion is the work of Tudor and 
Jacobean architects. It bears the arms of 
Sir Thomas Sackville, and was described in 
Country Lire (Vol. xxxil, page 324). The 
Colne, for 1? miles, gives trout fishing from 
both banks. The shooting extends over 3,500 
acres, and hunting can be had with the V.W.H. 
(Cirencester), V.W.H. (Cricklade), Heythrop 
and Cotswold. Bibury cottages, known as 
Arlington Row, were recently acquired by the 
Royal Society of Arts. Messrs. Knight, Frank 
and Rutley are agents for Mr. Orme Clarke. 


CHANGES IN PORTLAND PLACE. 


HE Royal Society of ‘Tropical Medicine 
and Hygiene has acquired the 999 years’ 
lease of No. 26, Portland Place, a noble 
example of Adam architecture. Messrs. Samuel 
B. Clark and Son negotiated the sale. It is 
another house, No. 25, Portland Place, that 
receives fuller treatment in Mr. Arthur T. 
Bolton’s monumental work on Adam archi- 
tecture (COUNTRY LIFE), but there is much in 
No. 26 to repay careful study. Portland Place 
is rapidly changing in character. The Royal 
Institute of British Architects will, in the 
course of a year or so, transfer its headquarters 
to a site on the east side, not far from the much 


admired centrally situated Adam examples 
in that thoroughfare, and at the Regent Street 
end the gigantic structure of the British Broad- 
casting Corporation rears its head. Flats, too, 
contest with the private residences for place 
there. It may be hoped that as the houses 
cease to be occupied for their primary purpose 
they will pass into the hands of professional 
bodies who will jealously guard the beauty of 
the Adam work. 


HAMPSTEAD HOUSES.

THE HOWARD GRACE CUP—ARMS AND 


HE Howard Grace Cup, sometimes called the Thomas 
a Becket Cup, which the Duke of Norfolk is offering 
for sale at Christie’s on May 12th, is well known to con- 
noisseurs as one of the finest pieces of English medizxval 
silver still remaining in private ownership. Standing r2}ins. 
high, the font-shaped cup is of ivory, with richly ornamented silver- 
gilt mounts, which are studded with gems, and bear the London hall- 
mark for 1525. ‘The ivory portion is much older than the mounts, 
which were probably added by Queen Katherine of Aragon after 
the cup had been bequeathed to her by Sir Edward Howard, Lord 
High Admiral, who perished at sea on April 25th, 1513. In his 
will occurs the passage, “To the Queen’s Grace St. Thomas’s 
Cup.” Katherine seems to have had no doubts about its being

Thomas of Canterbury,” 
and had engraved on the 
mounts the initials 
“'T B” beside her own 
badge, the pomegranate, 
which is repeated four 
times. On the death of 
the Queen in 1537 the 
historic relic returned to 
the Howard family, in 
whose possession it has 
remained ever since. 
ARMS AND ARMOUR. 

The collection of 
arms and armour formed 
by Sir Henry Farnham 
Burke, Garter King of 
Arms, includes fine pieces 
from the Laking, the 
North and Prince Radzi- 
will’s collections. Of the 
two suits of armour, the 
mid-fifteenth century ex- 
ample of the Milanese 
armourers’ craft is re- 
markable in quality. It 
is of bright steel, assem- 
bled by steel-headed 
rivets. The headpiece is 
of the “ chapelle-de-fer ”’ 
type, with mentonniére 
and falling buffe-plate. 
The breastplate, which 
has a placcate with a 
pierced floral ornament 
at it apex, is fitted with 
a hinged lance-rest. The 
back-plate is fashioned of three plates, with a garde-de-rein of 
three lames ; the laminated tassets are attached to the tace by means 
of turn-pins. The arm defences have finely formed elbow guards ; 
and on the flange of the right elbow is impressed a crowned 
Lombardic A repeated, the mark of Arrigolo d’Arconate, an 
armourer working at Milan between 1428 and 1446. The 
jambiéres are well moulded; and the tops of the cuisses are 
flanged outward to a keel-shaped section. With the suit goes a 
shirt of mail and latten collar. A complete suit of German 
armour, probably of Nuremberg make, is of the “ Maximilian ”’ 
type, which is distinguished by numerous flutings which both 
strengthen the plates and add to the effect by a constant play 
of light and shade. It consists of an armet with falling visor, 
a gorget plate, and a globose breast-plate fitted with a hinged 
arm-rest, and rere and vam braces. The gauntlets are mittens, 
and the sollerets broad and square at the toe. The suit, which 
is of bright steel and dates from the early years of the sixteenth 
century, carries a shirt of chain. 

There are also three armets a rouelle dating from the second 
half of the fifteenth century, and a fine Italian brigantine dating 
from the early sixteenth century, one of those protective garments 
in which metal plates are concealed beneath a textile; in this 
case, velvet. It is complete in its two parts of front and back 
of crimson velvet, secured to the steel lining of rectangular scale 
plates by gilt-headed rivets. The collection includes three 
horse chamfrons and a number of swords and daggers. One 
sword, termed “ Viking,” dates from the ninth century and was 
discovered in the river-bed of the Thames near Lambeth Bridge. 

Among pieces from the collection of the late Sir Guy Laking, 
Keeper of the King’s Armoury, is a thirteenth century snaffle 
bit (which he illustrated in his European Arms and Armour as 
“fine and simple in outline ’’) and an iron horse bit with bosses 
consisting of an iron rondel with a roped border, and embellished 
with a gilt latten ornament pierced a jour representing a mounted 
warrior holding a buckler and sword. This is German work 
of the late sixteenth century. Sir Henry Burke’s collection comes 
up for sale at Messrs. Christie’s on Tuesday, May 5th. 3.

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HIS is a most interesting car, more 

particularly to the veteran motorist, 

as it is a direct descendant of the 

Singer light car made before the 

War, which was one of the first 
successful small cars made in this country 
or, indeed, anywhere. 

In a world of sixes it is getting rarer 
and rarer to come across a four-cylinder 
engine, but there is no doubt that, for a 
low-priced, sturdy car made for use by 
the unskilled in all weathers and without 
attention, the four-cylinder engine is still 
supreme. 

Sturdiness is the keynote of this little 
Singer, and, indeed, one receives the 
impression that here is a car which will 
stand up to the grossest ill-treatment 
indefinitely and still continue to run. 

For the low price, of course, one cannot 
expect tremendous mechanical refinement, 
but one can safely say that the whole 
chassis is a sound engineering job and 
typically British. 

On the other hand, for a car in this 
price class the equipment is extraordinarily 
complete, while every effort has been made 
by the manufacturer to ensure the comfort 
of the owner and his passengers. ‘The 
bodywork is exceptionally good, while 
the range of instruments and the fact that 
wire wheels are fitted as standard are 
evidence of the trouble that has been taken 
to supply every possible refinement. 

Another item that at once strikes the 
driver is the efficiency of the brakes for 
a car which is priced so low, while the 
four-speed gear box is also an advantage. 

THE PERFORMANCE. 

The engine is lively for its size, but 
as the ignition is rather far advanced a 
certain amount of use should be made of 
the advance and retard lever to get the 
best results and to eliminate pinking. The 
third gear, which is fairly high, can be 
used with advantage, and changing is 
easy, though the car will get away on top 
from quite slow speeds if the ignition is 
fully retarded The ignition control lever 
is easily reached, being in the centre of 
the steering column, but for those who are 
inclined to be lazy the use of benzol mixture 
will practically eliminate the necessity for 


touching this 
lever.

The brakes were well above the 
average for a car in this price class. ‘They 
are of the internal expanding type working 
on all four wheels, and both foot pedal and 
hand lever operate the whole set. I found 
it possible to stop the car in about nineteen 
feet from about 20 m.p.h., while they 
were very smooth in action and_ there 
was no tendency for any individual wheel 
to lock. 

The clutch is of the single dry plate 
type, and on the car I tested was a little 
fierce. As it was fairly new, however, 
this would probably have worn off with 
time. 

The propeller shaft has mechanical 
universal joints at each end, while the 
rear axle is of the spiral-bevel type. The 
whole transmission was commendably silent, 
there being very little noise even on the 
overrun. The accelerator pedal is con- 
veniently placed and fitted with a roller, 
while the other pedals are adjustable tor 
length. 


THE ROAD HOLDING. 

For so small an engine the bodywork 
fitted is on the large size, but the car is 
always controllable, the steering being 
very rigid yet at the same time light. 
It is of the worm and nut type. 

The suspension was also good, con- 
sisting of long semi-elliptic springs, which 
are encased in leather gaiters. The rear 
springs are underslung, while friction 
shock absorbers are fitted to both axles. 
The car rode well at all speeds and there 
was no tendency to sway on corners. 

GENERAL POINTS OF DESIGN. 

Accessibility has been carefully studied, 
and all the parts which may require 
periodical attention are easily reached. 

Water circulation is by thermo-syphon, 
and very large pipes are fitted, while there 
is a fan driven by the same belt as the 
dynamo behind the radiator. I found that, 
if anything, there was a tendency for the 
car to run too cold.

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HERE can be few cities in the 

world richer in _ historical 

associations than Bath, of 

which the Romans were the 

true founders. One may well 
be sceptical with regard to the legend 
that the town’s healing waters were 
first discovered by the leper son of 
King Lear, but there is ample and 
indisputable evidence of the Roman 
occupation both in the numerous 
antiquities found in the city and in 
the foundations of the old walls. A 
mention of the city under the Greek 
equivalent of Aquae Calidae was 
made by Ptolemy of Alexandria in 
I50 A.D. For many centuries the 
baths of the Roman epoch, which 
ante-dated the baths of Caligula in 
Rome, lay hidden beneath the soil, 
and it was not until 1882 that the 
great rectangular bath used by the 
Romans was excavated and exposed 
to view. This bath originally occu- 
pied the centre of a large hall, the 
pool itself being 82ft. long by 6oft. 
broad. The original pavements or 
scholae surrounding the bath remain 
in a good state of preservation, as 
do the rectangular and semicircular 
recesses or exedrae which were prob- 
ably designed and used for the re- 
ception of the bathers’ clothes. The 
floor of the bath itself is entirely covered 
with lead, which the Romans, in all prob- 
ability, brought from their mines in the 
Mendips, where pigs of lead have been 
found bearing the stamps of the Emperors 
Claudius and Vespasian, and a coin bearing 
the effigy of the latter ruler was discovered 
in the bath when it was once more exposed 
to the light of day. 

The Roman Occupation of Bath lasted 
for some four centuries, and after its close 
the architectural glories of the Roman 
epoch were allowed to fall into decay. 
For several more centuries the town was 
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PULTENEY BRIDGE, BY ROBERT 
Modern windows have been cut through the cornice and the general effect thereby spoilt. 
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under a cloud, but the medicinal value of 
its waters never lost its reputation. In 
the Middle Ages Bath achieved some fame 
as the centre of the cloth trade, but it was 
not until the close of the eighteenth century 
that the city experienced a glorious renais- 
sance. A millionaire philanthropist, Ralph 
Allen by name, conceived the idea of 
sweeping away the old houses and replacing 
them by spacious mansions and wide, tree- 
shaded streets. John Wood and his son 
were the architects who fulfilled Allen’s 
dreams, and in doing so they bequeathed 
to future generations an ideal eighteenth 
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century town at a time when the 
worship of classic architecture was 
at its height. ‘Terraced on the green 
hillsides of a natural amphitheatre, 
this essentially Georgian city has yet 
an extraordinarily vivid resemblance 
to an Italian city. The elder Wood 
it was who built for Ralph Allen 
Priory Park, a strikingly beautiful 
Palladian building on a terrace above 
the town, with a projecting porch of 
noble proportions. It was completed 
by Wood the younger, who was re- 
sponsible for the Circus with its 
three approaches, each faced by a 
perfect ellipse, and the Royal Cres- 
cent, one continuous range of build- 
ings with unbroken roof forming a 
vast semi-ellipse. The whole Cres- 
cent with the ample stretch of green 
in front looks south across the valley 
and is one of the most satisfying 
of the many fine buildings in the 
town. Its architect was succeeded 
by Baldwin, who built the fine 
Guild Hall and the Grand Pump 
Room. The founders of modern 
Bath laid no sacrilegious hands on 
the noble old Abbey, which occu- 
pies the site of a college of secular 
canons founded by Offa, King of 
Mercia. The college was followed 
by a much larger church built in 
the reign of William Rufus, and this, 
too, was succeeded by the present edifice, 
which was commenced by Bishop King 
in 1499. It is in the Perpendicular 
style throughout and is famous for the 
exceptionally large number of windows, 
which have earned it the title of the 
‘““ Lantern of the West.’’ The great west 
window is flanked by a famous pair of 
stone ladders showing angels ascending 
and descending, and erected to com- 
Memorate a dream of the good bishop, 
who saw angels ascending and descending 
the Ladder of Salvation.

The countryside in the neighbour- 
hood of Bath abounds in exceptionally 
fine country houses which the kindness 
of their owners makes accessible to 
visitors on certain days of the week. In 
the adjoining county of Wilts is Longleat, 
the seat of the Marquess of Bath, a house 
full of interest, both internally and exter- 
nally. Its long series of stately and beautiful 
rooms represents the taste and character 
of three centuries, and each one of them 
has some notable and distinctive feature 
to disclose. 

Other houses of great interest in Wilt- 
shire are Great Chadfield Manor, Iford 
Manor, Lacock Abbey and the Hall, 
Bradford-on-Avon, an exquisite

of Jacobean architecture ; while in Somerset 
are St. Catherine’s Court, part of which 
goes back to pre-Reformation times ; 
Monacute, a beautiful Elizabethan house 
near Yeovil; Mells Manor House, one of 
the most famous of Wessex monastic 
houses, Brympton D’Evercy and Beckington 
Castle. 

In the city of Wells, which shares 
with Bath the name of an episcopal see, 
is the beautiful cathedral built at the 
close of the thirteenth century soon after 
the completion of the cathedrals of Amiens 
and Chartres, both of which it, perhaps, 
surpasses. Its vast west facade is em- 
bellished by some six hundred figures. 
There is much exquisite and ancient stained 
glass in the cathedral and the Lady Chapel 
is of supreme beauty. Close to the building 
are the Bishop’s Palace with its embattled 
walls, a gateway and a drawbridge; the 
Deanery, the most beautiful part of which 
offers an almost unrivalled example of 
the Perpendicular style of the close of 
the sixteenth century as applied to domestic 
architecture ; and the Vicar’s Close, an 
oblong quadrangie of twenty-five houses 
on each side, one or two of which remain 
as originally designed. From every point 
of view a visit to Bath, and an extended 
visit at that, is to be confidently recom- 
mended. Again and again the visitor is 
reminded of the town’s past fame by the 
mural tablets on the walls announcing 
that this or that house was once the home 
of some celebrity, and has not the town 
given its name to Bath buns, Bath chairs, 
Bath chaps and Bath Oliver biscuits ?

ORTUNATE is the man who owns his shoot, and is 
therefore able to select a suitable field on which to rear 
his pheasants ; for he is able to choose fresh clean ground 
which has not been used for a similar purpose in several 
previous years, and by allotting a large expanse which 

the sun favours, he may provide ideal conditions for the healthy 
development of the pheasants, as thus the young birds from each 
coop have a wide range for the search for insects, which naturally 
offer even better nourishment than any of the artificial foods 
supplied. Furthermore, he may choose a field (certainly on light 
soil) where there is a moderate growth of grass, which is favourable 
to the prevalence of such insect life. 

A tenant of sporting rights must, on the other hand, often 
be content perforce with the field which the occupier is willing 
to spare. Such a field may be contaminated with disease as a 
consequence of its use as a rearing field in many previous years ; 
it may lie low and damp ; exposure to cold winds or sunless aspect 
may spoil the possibilities ; and if it is grazed by sheep right 
up to the time when the young pheasants are put out, there will 
be a lack of herbage to hold insects and a possibility of infestation 
by ticks. From the foregoing it is obvious that every intending 
lessee of sporting rights should, before taking a shoot, come to 
an agreement with the occupier as to the provision of a suitable 
field (to be changed from year to year, if possible) on which 
pheasants may be reared. 

When the coops are placed on the rearing field the keeper 
endeavours to space them at intervals of about twenty yards, 
and he is careful to place each coop (particularly at this early 
period) so that it stands flush with the ground; thus draughts 
are excluded, and the little birds are also prevented from creeping 
out underneath the sides or back. During the first two or three 
days the young pheasants in each coop are restricted to a limited 
run enclosed by boards, so that they are prevented from wandering 
away and possibly losing the locality of their foster-mother. 
Subsequently the little birds are allowed a free range ; a few beech 
branches, with the crinkled leaves of the previous year still attached, 
may be placed alongside each coop to afford shade from the sun 
and a refuge from the possible attack of aerial enemies when the

little wanderers are unable to attain the sanctuary of the coop. 
Each coop is moved every day a little way so that it stands on clean 
ground. 

The work on the rearing field entails the most anxious period 
of the keeper’s annual task ; not only must he provide the growing 
pheasants with suitable food and a regular supply of clean water, 
but he must also protect them from the attack of many animals 
and birds which may raid the vicinity. In most cases the trap 
and gun provide suitable means for defeating such enemies ; 
but in a hunting country the favoured foxes must be scared and 
not destroyed—which may necessitate almost nightly vigil by the 
conscientious keeper and his assistants. 

To add to the misfortunes which may threaten the little 
pheasants, there is always a possibility of various diseases attacking 
the birds. Many epidemics spread rapidly if not checked in the 
early stages ; and fortunate is the keeper who is able to move his 
coops to fresh ground when enteritis (for instance) attacks his 
pheasants. 

The shooting man (and many others who are interested in 
country life) may derive much pleasure from a visit to a rearing 
field. ‘The anxious foster-fowls regard the visitors with suspicion, 
and the little pheasants crouch to hide in the grass as the inter- 
loper approaches—artificial rearing has not made them tame, and, 
when discovered, they run or fly to the sanctuary of a heap of 
boughs or the protection of their mother hen. 

Nowadays there is an added interest attached to the rearing 
field, for on many estates we may see the new species of pheasant 
called Phasianus Tenebrosus—a few birds of this type originally 
appeared a long time ago, but in recent years this dark pheasant 
has been in evidence in considerable numbers on many shoots. 
Certain eminent authorities maintain that this bird is a true 
mutant, but many breeders still suspect it to be the result of 
hybridisation of the common pheasant with the Japanese pheasant 
(Phasianus Colchicus versicolor). 'The little bird of this species, 
which we see on the rearing field, is certainly quite unlike its 
relatives of the usual pheasant type, for we immediately notice 
some black and brown chicks with white throats which markedly 
contrast with the other little pheasants.

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EARLY CHRYSANTHEMUMS 


ITH the possible exception of the Michaelmas 
daisies, there are no plants more valuable for a 
late display in the garden year or more distinguished 
for their beauty of flower and richness of colouring 
than the border chrysanthemums. ‘They are plants 
possessed of many virtues and few faults, and commend them- 
selves to those who hold that ease of culture, a long period of 
flowering and a wide range of good colourings are the essential 
qualities of a good 
garden plant. 
Some years ago it 
would have been 
fair criticism to 
say that their 
period of flower- 
ing was short, but 
now, with the 
development and 
improvement of 
the race of hardy 
varieties, a good 
early flowering 
strain has been 
evolved, some of 
whose representa- 
tives open the 
chrysanthemum 
season as early 
as the end of July 
in a summer con- 
genial to. their 
growth. All these 
early - flowering 
varieties occupy a 
valuable place in 
the list of hardy 
border _ flowers, 
for they not only 
bridge the gap 
between the 
luxuriance of 
early summer and 
the renewed 
brilliance of 
September, but 
add fresh beauty and a strong note of colour to the dying embers 
of late autumn in company with the asters. ‘The modern strains 
are all reasonably hardy, and will come through an average winter 
in the open without protection, although on the approach of very 
severe conditions it is advisable to afford some protection to 
avoid a heavy casualty list. All good varieties that are wanted 
for stock purposes should be lifted in November irrespective of 
whether a severe winter is likely, as cuttings obtained from lifted 
plants root better than those taken from plants left in the open. 
It is true that they depend to a great extent on the weather 
conditions of summer and autumn if they are to be sure of their 
effect regularly every year, and this may prejudice them in the

eyes of those growing them for the first time and who do not 
know what heights they are capable of reaching in a suitable 
growing season. An excessively hot and dry summer is not, 
as might be believed, favourable to good flowering, for, not- 
withstanding plenty of water being given, the plants are inclined 
to become hard and woody. A cool summer when rain and sun 
go hand in hand is ideal, and it is on this account that the plants 
are always seen to better advantage in the more cool climate 
of the north than 
in the arid con- 
ditions of the 
south. In a 
normal summer, 
however, they are 
never reluctant to 
give of their best, 
and the gardener 
can always help 
by giving them a 
fairly open, but 
never too sunny 
a situation and a 
moderately light 
and fairly moist 
soil. 

Many object 
to their inclusion 
in the mixed 
border on _ the 
score of their late 
flowering and that 
during the early 
part of the 
summer they only 
furnish masses of 
uninteresting 
green foliage. But 
in this they only 
resemble many 
other plants, and, 
if it is considered 
a drawback, it can 
always be avoided 
by growing on the 
plants in a reserve 
border until they reach flowering stage and then transferring 
them to their border positions, taking care to lift plenty of soil 
with the roots, which should be cut round a few days before 
lifting. ‘This method, which requires care in watering and spray- 
ing after transplanting, is not to be recommended, however, 
and, indeed, is hardly necessary now that many modern varieties 
come into flower so early, From a late April planting, plants 
will be in bloom in a matter of some three months. 

Those who do not have the facilities for raising their own 
stock of plants from cuttings or possess the plants from which 
to raise a stock can either obtain unrooted cuttings from the 
various firms who specialise in chrysanthemums in February

and March or young plants from the end of March until May. 
If plants are obtained early in the season, it is necessary to pot 
them up and keep them in a cool greenhouse for a week or two

Little attention is necessary after planting beyond the setting 
of stakes—which is best done at planting time—tying in the 
shoots as growth proceeds, regular hoeing between the plants, 


before transferring them to their permanent quarters; but if and an occasional spraying with a nicotine and lead arsenate 


they are purchased now or later, they may be set straight into 
their flowering positions. This is merely a precaution against 
late spring frosts and to ensure that the young plants are well 
established before they are planted out. 

Where a collection of varieties is already grown, it is a com- 
paratively easy matter to increase the stock of any particular 


variety by lifting the old plants 
in November and placing them 
in a cold frame, protecting the 
roots with a little leaf soil. 
Towards the end of February 
basal growths two to three 
inches long will be apparent, 
and these should be cut cleanly 
at soil level below a leaf joint 
and set in boxes in a compost of 
loam, leaf soil and sand in equal 
parts, placed in a frame or 
greenhouse. Give the plants 
plenty of air as soon as they 
are seen to be in active growth, 
so that they will be thoroughly 
hardened off before planting out 
late this month or early in May. 

While the plants are not 
fastidious with regard to soil, 
some little care should be taken 
in preparing their situation be- 
forehand. The plants appre- 
ciate well dug ground that has 
been enriched with some well 
decayed manure and leaf soil, 
with a sprinkling of lime if the 
soil is deficient in this con- 
stituent. In naturally heavy soil 
manure should be applied spar- 
ingly, for an over-rich medium 
tends to encourage woody 
growth at the expense of flower. 
Always plant when the ground 
is fairly dry, and after plant- 
ing sprinkle some soot round 
the plants to prevent damage 
from the wandering slug. Firm 
the soil well about the newly 
planted crowns, and if the 
weather is dry, give them a 
good watering to settle them in 
their positions.

wash to check green fly and caterpillars, or a dusting with sulphur 
The questions of pinching and disbudding are 
controversial ones, but where the plants are grown purely for 
garden decoration then both are unnecessary and the plants should 
be allowed to break naturally, when they will provide charming 
sprays of medium-sized blooms. When the plants are coming into 


flower a little manure water can 
be given if the weather is dry, or 
a sprinkling of a good artificial 
fertiliser watered in is equally 
beneficial. Both have the effect 
of inducing greater richness of 
colour in the blooms. Good 
culture is infinitely more impor- 
tant than resorting to artificial 
methods, which, while they may 
provide long stems and larger 
blooms, postpone the flowering 
time by a week or two. 

Those acquainted with the 
family and its progress will 
need little help in the selection 
of good kinds that are distinct 
in colouring and reliable in 
flower, but others who do not 
know the riches of the race 
may well be puzzled in making 
a choice of varieties for border 
planting from a specialist’s list. 
There are varieties enough to 
suit the tastes and the require- 
ments of everyone, and it is 
merely a matter of ensuring 
that the varieties chosen cover 
as long a flowering period as 
possible and provide the full 
colour range that is offered. 
Among the double varieties 
that can be recommended as 
combining all the virtues of 
the modern race are Phenix, 
Almirante, Amorel, Brightness, 
Cranford Red, Crimson Circle, 
Glow, Minstrel, Mrs. Phil Page 
and Goacher’s Crimson, all in 
rich tones of bronzy crimson, 
scarlet and red. Bronze Early 
Buttercup is a rich deep bronze, 
and of good form and reliable.

NYONE who is thinking of redecoration as a part of the 
spring programme should certainly send for the charming 
booklet entitled ‘‘ Modern Decoration,’’ which is issued 
by Messrs. Pinchin, Johnson and Co., Limited, General 
Buildings, Aldwych, W.C.2. Most of us can imagine 
delightful colour schemes, but faced with the proposition
